(caſons which the Father put in. his own 
power ( ſothat the lalt Day and: Hour 
was known to. no Man, or . Angel,. or 
the Son, but Father only) yet he pro- 
miſed an Holy Spirit, which ſhould alſo 
ſhew- them things to come. And His ſþi- 
rit in the Prophets (carched Times allo; 
And 'God determined the _ Times and 
Bounds appointed, th.z mer. might -ſeek 
the Lord. And his Spirit: ſrarcheth all 
things, yes the Depths: of God :. as 1 Cor. 
2.10, AﬀR-17-26,27. 1 Pct; 1.17. 

And as -Chriſt -incseafed © in Wiſdom 
here, ſo in hmnarehijli all Treafures © 
Wiſdom and; Knowledge; being, worthy 
to receive Popper, and Riches, and Wiſdom, 
as in the Revelation; Which God gave 
him, ta-give, & toſhew wnzo_bis ſervants, 
( for his ſecret is with them that fear him, 
and his Covenant is to make them know it ; 
And bleſſed is he that readeth, and they 
which hear the words of that Prophe- 
cy : For, the Time is at hand ; And may

Which in Moſer's time was a Square 
of 12 Cubits, that is 144 ( as Aarons 
Breaſt-plate was I44 Digits) But in 
Solomons .time it was 20 long and 20 
broad , which by 30 (the Temples 
height ) maketh juſt 120003 as the 
New Feryſalem 15 12000 furlongs 3 
andits walls 144 Cubits, as the Floor 
of Moſes Oracle, and Exzekiels Altar , 
which was alſo-12 long and 12 broad, 
Ezek.

And tuppoling 24 hours in every day 
from the hrſt Creation the firſt Sab- 
bath day began at 144 hours, which the 
Fews part into fo many little Clakins, 
that the firſt Sabbaths Lamb (ifthere had 
been Sacrihce) would have ben atten- 
ded with 144000 Clakins, or firſt-fruits 
of Time : as the Lamb on Zion, with 
1440cO Virgins, in the Revelation; as 
there were 1440c0 Martyrs in A'gypr, 
and thereabourt,a little before Conſtantine, 
as the beft Authors of thoſe rimcs.

And tor reckoning years by Cubits; 
as the Veil, at the Gate of the Tabernacle 
Court was, 20 cubits wide , {o all the 
Camp was called, and upmbered There 
at 20 years;old : and the Levites came 
toenterx at 20:though at firlt, they ſerved 
at 3o years. Asthere were 30 cubits, in 
the height, of Noabs Ark, and on both 
fides of .the - Gate of the Tabcrnacle 
Court, and m the length ofthe Taberna- 
cle, and the height of Solomons Temple z 
andthe Circuit of his Molten Sea: as a 
Type af Chriſt, baptized about 3o years 
old ; as the Prieſts were waſhed, and! 
anointed, at-that age :\ and {o the Levites 
hiſt ſerved at zo 'years, .till they were 
50: as the Court they tervedin, was 50 
cubits. broad. 

And being 100-long, its Circuit was 
30o Cubits, as the length of Neahs Ark: 
which was 36 Cubits high , - and 50 
broad : as the Tabernacle Court : to 
that its Curtains , round about , were 
1500 Cubits: that is 300 by 5 un depth. 
But the lougelt, Gurtam on the Taber. 
nacle was 30cubits.long ( as the Ta- 
bernaclez and the Terple, as Noabs 
Ark, was 30 cubits high, as their 
longeſt Moneths were 30 dayes )) and 
the ſhorteſt Curtains 28 cubits, as the 
ſhorteſt Moneth of 28 dayes. 

And to meaſare the perſons allo, 


"as in Re, 11, the Floor of che | 
abexnacle Court, ( of 100 cubits long, + 
and 50 bzoad ) was 5000 cubits;z asthe 
men fed at once , in the Goſpels, by 5 
vs, were 5000 4 and the greateft 
Church, expreſſed in the AFs, at once, 
as 5000, — multiplied by the 
between the. (hortett and longeſt - 
Curtains of the Tabernacle ( as the 
mean Moneth of 29 dayes, between the 
thortelt of 28 and the longeſt of 30 ) is . 
but 1.4.5000:; or 1000 more than 144000 
in the Revelation. :\, | 
; Andthe moſt Holy Place, .being 
cubits, by x0 in height, is 1440 : nd by 
100, in the length of the Court 
144000.

As a Pledge perhaps, of the 
Crrſed Croſſing Serpent, and the Dragon, 
( as in Eſfa.-27. ) to be bruiſed in his 
head , by the ſeed of the Woman: and 
among the Gentiles alſo, as it-then 
was, by Zennbias's ſtrange Power, or 
Life and Vertwe, © couched in her very 
Name: . 

And as all the years from Abrabams 
Buth, to their coming out of Agypt, 
are in the number of Sara, ( their Mo- 
ther, whence they came ) or Sr, the 
Place, to which they came ( and wan- 
dered, as Hagar, b:tore them ) So the 
years of Abrahams lite, after his Call to 
Canaan, are in the firſt words of God 
calling him : which the Jews make a 
new Scion of Geneſis; and call it, by 
thoſe calling words, of Lec Leca, Go to 
thy ſelf; to which, that of the Prodigal 
may altdde; who is faid ,” to come To 
Himſelf, when he Turned to God, or his 
Father. 

And the 430 years from that Call, 
or Promule, to their coming out of Ra- 
males, are inthe very name of Ramaſes, 
in Hebrew Letters: as in ſhekell : which 15 
firlt uſcd at the 400-thekels, for the 
Cave of Mkfpela, 

From Ramaſes ( wrong Maſſes, or 
Burthens )). they came to Swccoth, that 1s 
Tabernacles: making 4803 as the years 
of. the Tab:rnacle,to the Temple found- 
cd :.or 486 to the Temple tniſhed. 

Their. third Station was Ethim: T1 
forall be ct off ( as the Temple was, and 
all the Ramnants of their Great City, in 
441 years, the number of Etbam )) or 
elle, I ſhall be Perfedt:4, as Chriſt pealech 


ut that ſeaſe, in P/alm 19. and as there it 
s written, it may be 1011 : as the years 
from David, or the Temple founde 1, un- 
to Chriſt : Typified by the Pillar of Fire, 
and the glory of God, at Etham : which 
was $Sxes, or Sur, a Lord, as Heroum, and 
Heren, in many languages. As Her, of 
Women, the great Law-givers to the 
World : as Solomon may hint m Pro- 
verbs 1.3, ' 

From Sxr., to Mara , Maratha, Retell;- 
on and Bitterneſs; but healed by a piece 
of Wood, as a Type of the Crolfs of 
Chriſt : and then they care to El, or 
Elan ( whence the Melan Hills: that 
is from Elan, in He). ) where the 12 
Fountains, and 70 Palms; for 12 Tribes, 
and yo Elders; or 12 Apoſtles, and 70 
Diſciples : for,their Sanhedrin were 72. 

Thence to Sin, and there, they have 
Manna ( another Type of 'the Son of 
Man : ) and the Law at Si, juft at 
the Tire appointed for Pentecoſt : falhl- 
led at the great Pentecoft m1 As 2. 

To which there weze, as -many years, 
aS the numbers of Letters in ther ſtati- 
ons to the Law at Pentecoſt : Or as years* 
of the world, to Noabs Ark : or Verſes 
of the Bible to- Exodus , or Hours in 
the'r year, to the Day of Pentecoſt, or the 
Great Mrnha Sacrihce betore it : as a 
great Type of tte Death of Chriſt, before 
the great Pentecoſt wm Ads 2. as we clear 
mote fully, in their proper places. 

And the He'vew Alphabet, by which 
God wrote the Law, making, 1495; may 
be the number of years fromthe laft 
writ of the Law ( for, the firſt want- 
e1 ther Teth, the main ſetter of their 
only word for G04 ) to the Birth ot 
Chriſt : or, from the cexth of Myſes the 
Law-giver, to the death of Chritt, and 
his trumph over the Law, by nailing it 
on the Croſs, 

' All winzh, 2nd very many more par- 
LiClars 
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ticulars may be cleared in our way, as we 
ſhew the great thugs of the Buble, paſt 
and to corre alſo, ſhadowed, or pointed 
cut, by the ſignal Dayes, and Hours, and 
Watches, Weeks and Months of the 
Jewiſh year ; which we are now to 
diſcour.e. 


And to reckon Time by Dayes and 
Hours and Watches, we are taught im 
divers Scriptures : and our Lord faid, 
Are there not twelve hours in the day ? 
and he walked on the Sea in the fourth 
Watch of the Night : as their Day, was 
of 4 parts, in Nehemiah 9. 3. 

The Revelation often mentions Hours, 
and Watchers: as we may tranſlate the 
four Wayts or Wizhts, by Daniels phraſe 
of Watchers : He was filent for an hour, 
in that which was to ſtay a year: and 
and there was Silence in Heaven, as for half 
an hour of Incenſc, ( as Plato's Temple- 
Praycr, for the third part of an hour ) 
and a year, a moneth, a day, and an 
hour, are all in a Verſe,as akin together. 

And the Moon, moving 12 of her 
Diameters, while the S#n moveth one of 
his, in an EquinoQtial Day, or Night, 
may ſhew us both the Riſe of hours, and 
their harmony, with dayes and moneths, 
aud ycars alſo. Though it was long, 
bctore we learned it, trom Alhateg, or 
other Arabians : or trom Ag ypt, by If, 
and Oſyris, in 24 picces : and ther Cynoc 
making Urine, every hour. 

They were old, in Babylon (C before 
Selexcir, m Appian : ) thence in Greect,as 
and m [ra/y, bctore the 
birth of R«mukes, in Platzrch: and Pliny, 
ſhewing, the content ct Nations, in Let- 
ters, catting Hair, and counting, Time 

with Hours. 

The Jewes obſerve them very antient : 
and Tudalenſs fpeaketh of ſreemy a 
Tower, with a Dyall, or Scale ot hours, 
as'old as Bz'aam ut Beor, ar Byr, about 

+ Euphrates. 15 


And the Revelation Throne hath 7 Spj- 
rits, as tor 7 dayes of the week, and 24 
Elders, as for 24 hours of the day ; and 
4 Wayts, with 6 wmgs apiece, ( as in the 
Prophets ) As their year hath 4 quarters, 
with 6 Moons apiece' either tull or new: ) 
and their Moneth, had 4 Weeks, and 4 
Sabbaths, as the Watchers, with 6 com- 
mon dayes apiece; and their dayes or 
nights, had 4 little Watches; as their 
day and night, 4 greater Watches, of 6 
hours apiece : which make the great 
Turns, in Heaven and Earth, as Tidcs of 
the Seaz which are 6 hours diſtant, in 
the great Occan 3 however it be, with 
Ebbe or Flood, in little Creeks or Ri- 
vers. 

For, beginning Time with Evening, as 
at firſt Creation: and with Jews, and 
others(that begin their dayes at evening 3 
and doreckon Time, as Dr Soy 
Sevennights, Fortnights, rather than by 
daycs; ) thefirſt 6 hours, come down 
to the firſt Midnight ( or neither Nadzr ) 
wacre there was a kind of Reſt, or turn» 
ng up of Light : which 6 hours more 
brought up,to the Riting Horizon: where 
it ſeemed to turn inward, and yet up- 
ward; till the next 6 houis bring it up 
ro the Zenith at Noon and there, as 
iclimg again, it turneth downward z and 
6 hours more, bring it tothe ſetting Hvu- 
rizon; as all the other 6, do Ret, at a 
Cardinal point, of Heaven and Earth. 

\ hich may give us a ſhadow of Sab- 
baths, in hours, and daycs, aud moneths, 
and years 3 b:mg all in harmony, with 
the ſtill water, b:twcen each 6 hours 
Tyde of Ebb aid Flood ; which 1s allo 
tound the great reſting time of ſouls, and 
death 3, although there 1s, that never relt- 
<th, day or night, as Solomon (peaketh. 

And it may thew us the ground of 
choſe great changes in the world, ( and 
Church allo ) much about 666 yEars+ as 
666 hows, come up to the Z:nith point 
at Ncon, wu the laſt day of the Monath 

. in 
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in which, the M»on beginneth to change 3 


and the Sm is then turned about, as up- | y 


on its Axis; as we dilcourle elſewhere, 
from Apelles, Sheinar, or Galilews. 

And however, it come to be, the num- 
ber of the Beaſt; 1t is under the Throne 
or a Cycle of Time; as made of 4 times 
7,0r28, the dayes of a moneth ( and 
28,is 7, and all the Uuites under 7, as 
dayes of a week J and 28, by 24, 666 
and 6, 0? 24, devided by 4, the number 
of Wayts, about the Throne, or Threeone, 
Trione, or Therion : which is one, and 2, 
or 3, m many languages.And in Hebrew, 
Chaldee, or Syriac Letters, juſt 666 : and 
in -Greek, it is the word, uſed tor the 
Beaſt ; as the 4 Watchers, arc alſo called 
Beaſts; - and yet One is a Ma#, and the 
other three, as Angels. - 

And although 666 be made of 6 and 
10, (which we ſhall tind the great num- 
bers of change, aud light and darknels 
yet it is alſo made of 3,to 3, Eeſhaloh, m 
Hebrew, 666: as Shilluſh, Triplicate : 
Thelaſh, to ſlice in 3. or ſlaſh, with a laſh of 
3 cords, as their laſhes were. 

And their Golden Candleſtick , had 
one Foot 3 with all the Wayts, about the 
Throne 3 as that carried by Titus , 
in Triumph: And from one ſhaft there 
were 3 Branchings : and three branches, 
on either ſide ( as 3 witneſſes, in Hea- 
ven, and 3 on earth: ) which came to 
be 7 Lamps, at top 3 as the 7 ſpirits, be- 
fore the Throne. 

And' the Bowls, or Knobs, or both, 
are 243 as 3Z in each branch, and 4 1n 
the ſhaft : but ſo, that one 1s under eve- 
ry branching, as Exed. 25. 33, 34, 35: 

And their Bible , fhadowed by the 
Lamp ( as in divers Scriptures ) was 
one, in 3: The Law, and the Pſalms, 
and the Prophets (which they part in 2) 
and all, in 24 Books: ſo that the r com- 
mon Title-Page, 15- The Twenty Fear : 
and we may find them parted, by Secti- 
ons, Chapters, and Verks, moſt ſui- 


table to the dayes and hours of their 
car. 

Asthe Law, hath 187 Chapters: as 
hours, to the great Mutba of the eighth 
day, tor Circumcilion, Conſtcration of 
Priclisand Nazarites, ascleanling of Le-" 
pers, Iſſues, and dehiled by the Dead : as 
allo for the Chriſtian Sabbath, as we 
touch again : and 187 dayrs, of their 
year, to the Great Atonement, 

And, 669 $Se4 ons; as hours to the 
great Minha for the laſt day of the month: 
and years from En: tothe Flood. 
| 9 ate Verics, that their come- 
ing to the of Relt,in Foſpuab 3, 13. 
beginneth- the atarygn}-uc p - he 
great number of Reſt, in hours, and days, 
and ycars, and all. 

And the Verſes of Geneſir,are as many 
as the hours of their year, to the great 
Minha Sacrifice before the Pentecoſt. 

And it might not be hard to ſhew 
the Throne of God ſhadowed 11 divers 
things bow; as in the Lilly, with 4 
wayts about its Centre, aud 6 leaves, 
as its name im Hebrew, ncer akin to 
Suſhan the Pallace and Szſannz, much 
about 666 3 as alſo Lilixm, in Hebrew 
Letters, Night and Day. | 
But eſpecially mm a Mans eye, with 
its Rambow, as about the Throne of 
God with 3 and 4, or 7, and 24. 

The Head hathits7 great ſpirits be. 
tore, w 2 cars, two eycs, two noſtrils, 
and the tongue (in a circle of 24 teeth, 
with 4 watchers between them, higher 
than the reſt ) with 4 Arteries; 2 Pa- 
rotides, and 2 Vertebrall: and 24 nerves, 
about the Cerebellnm. As the ſpinal 
Marrow in 24. which we tide alſo in 
24 rackets of the back, with 7 upper 
{pondils or racketsin the neck. 

And the heart hath its 4 and 7. in a 
circle of 24, or 12 ribs ou either fide, 
with 4 loabs of the lungs, or the liver 
in the lower Region, with 7 principal 
parts (as the 7 Planets in Heaven, and 

7 Mcials 
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- Metals in Earth) with 6 bowels : and 
one is of 12 digits or Ducdenum, with 
the Nia ſcarce to be meaſured, with all 
Its yearnings, as the wavcs of the Sea, 
with an Hebrew name, a-kin to our 
bowels. 

As alſo the lowet outer Court of the 
Tabernacle, had its Sea, or Laver, not 
covered, or meaſured, (like the bowels) 
and its Altar, confaming all (as the ſto- 
mack) having 4 ſides, and 24 cubits a- 
bout the middle. 

And the Middle Court, or Tabernacle 
had its Altar of Incenſe ( as the heart ) of 
24 digits; and 12 Cakes of 24 omers, 
(as Levit. 24.) andits 7 lamps before the 
Throne; in 

The moſt Holy Place, which was 
alſo circled with 24 Boards and Cheru- 
bims, in white: as alſo the Tabernacle 
had its 24. (there being 48 boards in all, 
{ that the Oracle had $ at the end, and 
$ at cach ſidez and the Tabernacle 12 
on either ſide ) and the Veil between 
them had 4 Pillars, as 4 Watchers at 
the Gates 3 which might repreſent much 
higher perſons than the 4 Wives of Fa- 
cob, Mothers to the 12 Tribes. 

And as the Cherubims had 4 faces, 
{ in the Temple, there were 4 Cheru- 
bims about the Ark (a3 4 Watchers a- 
bout the Throne ) and the two outcr 
and greatcr, were Olive-trees, as in di- 
vers Scripturcs, like the Olives in the 
Prophet, and Revelation 3 ſending, Oy 
through the golden Pipes; as thc ftaves 
of the Ark, drawn out fo to the Veil, 
that they ſtuck out as Dugs, as the 
Fews, with 1 Kings 8.8. Ila. £6.11. 

And b-.ſides the 43 Sons of Adam, and 
3 Sons of Noah, there were alſo 3 Fa- 
milics of Levites, which came out into 7 
Branches, beſides the Pricfts : Of which 
alſo there were four chicf; as thirſt, the 
four ſons of Aaron: and when two of 
them were dcad, yct there was Moſes, 
Aaron, and his two ſons, as the four

Watchers; and afterwards the High 
Prieſt had his Second, ot Sagan, and two 
Catholicim, as the four Watchers, and 
four Squadrons of Levites, as of IfFael 
alſo, round about the Tabernacle. 

With 24 Courſes of Priefts, Levites, 
Watchers, Porters, Singers, and Stan- 
ders for the people, (crled by David the 
24% from Noah, but from Abraham 14. 
as his name in Hebr, maketh 14 and 24. 
But they may be more antient; as at 


firſt, 123 Hours of Darknefs, and 12 of 


Light; and then 12 Sons of IÞmael or 
Eſa, and 12 of IFae!: fo God alfo 
made 12 Princes or Judges, and others 
tor Dividers, ( Who made me a Fudge 
"7 a Divider ? ) And they were comman= 
ded to make Judges, and Officers, in all 
their Gates, or Citics. 

And for the leaſt matters, they had 
never lefs than 3 Judges (as 3. Rabbies, 
or Teachers in their Synagogues ) as 
they note on Elhþim ( the Gods, or 
Judg:rs, in Pſa. $2. 1.) which is Plural), 
and 3 at leaſt, as their Dxall is of 2. 
But tor greater matters, they had a Pre- 
fident m 23 or 24 Elders, as a Maior 
and 24 Aldermen, mn many Cites, and 
Councils of divers Nations, which we 
couch cl{ewhere. 

And of thoſe, there were 3 at Ferz- 
ſtlem;, and the greatcli was of 3 times 
24: As their weights and meaſures, 
Moſt things elſe, were in 24 as their 24 
Coumf.s, which had alſo their Preft- 
dents, for every day of the week, as 
the 7 b.fore the Throne 3; and the Tem- 
ple had + Officers, with Keycs, they 
called Amarcalim : As their Synagogues, 
and the Chriſtian Churches, had alfo 
7 Deacons. or Mmitters. * 

And 24. is three times 7, and 3. or 
three times 8. which' was alſo very fig- 
nal for many things, we touch elte- 
where. 

Cad-in Heb. 24. and {© their Cab, 
was 24, in logs, of 6 apiece ( asfonr

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Watches of 6 hours apiece , and their 
5. Their Ephah 3 times 24. 

As with others alſo, 24 blanks, makc 
a perit , 24 droits a mite, 24 grains a 
penny, 24 ſcruples an ounce, as 24 inches 
the common Rzle, and 24 turlongs, a 
League or Leach ( an Hours way ) or 
Leaſh of 3 mules, ; 

\. Their Altar of Incenſe , 24 Digits, 
the-other, 24 cubits (and one 1n the 
middle) but in the {econd Temple, it 
was 24, 011 Either fide : As the height 
ot their walls,or breadth of their walks, 
with 24 Pillars, of 24 {pans about. 

And as their publick Minha Cakes of 
Shew-bread, were of 24 Omers, to thc 
Prietits daily Minha was in 24 pICCCs, 12 
at Evening, 12 at Morning as God al- 
ſo gave them 24 Gifts, from the 
Pcople. 

- Their Miter, was a Roll of 24 foot, 
or 16cubits,- and the cubit of 24 digits, 
as their Holy Breaſi-plate was of 24, 
but ( being doubled ) 12 were hiddeu, 
as the 12 hours of night z and 12 open 
with 12 precious ſtones, as 12: hours 
of Day, 12 ſans of Light; and the two 
ſhoulder Gcmms, had incach, 24 Let- 
ters, with one in the midſt, 

The blew Robe of 24 threds, or 12 
double, and its Bclls were 3 times 24, 
and fo its Pomegranates. And the gol- 
den Threds, in 4 golden Garments, 
twiſted with 6 of blew, 6 purple, 6 ſcar- 
let, and 6 linnen , called- Sheſh, or 11x 
(as well as ilk) and fodittinguiſhed from 
that they called Bad, which 15 ſingle (as 
the -uame 1mports; ) and yet molt pro- 
pcr, to the moſt Holy Place, and great 
Day of Atonermcnt 3 asif God delighted 
molt in that which 1s moli fimple and 
Gngle;z as his Altars were commanded 
plain, aud without any plants of mans 
(<tting to which, the Prophet Efay, 
threatneth deſperate ſorrow , even mn 
Abaz time , who brought i the new 


Prophets ſeem to allude in divers pla- 
CES. 
And though we read not of Dials in 
the Bible, till Abaz time, yet they are 
elder much, it Benjamin the Few deceive 
as not. However there was Time,trom . 
the firſt Creation, which we may ſup- 
poſe (o parted by hours, that it may 
thew us great Harmonics, iu much of 
that which is paſt, and it may be, ſome 
to come. 

Three hours, a little watch, as 6 the 
grcaterz 3 of thoſe did bring up light, 
and the Sun, in tome fcaſons, as 3 of 
chele, did bringit up to Noon. 

Three hours trom Morning, brought 
up the firtt Sacrifice, as tarce from 
Noon, the laſt : which was the time of 
tinding, and enjoying God, through all 
the Scripture, as the Morning was the 
Mournng,, : and the Secking time, as 
ſeveral of its names imply. X 

The hir({t 7th hour was Reſt, and 
turning up of Light (as wc faw be- 
fore) tne 2d 7th came to the Morning, 
and the 3d to the Evening Sacrifice , 
as the 2d 7th day of their year was for 
the Paſſeover; and the 3d 7th for the 
Great Sabbath, at the cloſe of Unlea-' 
vened Bread. The 7th week of their 
year was tor the 24 Paſſeover; as the 
7th Moneth, tor the Feaſt of Trumpets, 
Atonement, and Tabernacles. The 7th 
year for Relealc 3 and ſeven times 7,came 
up to the Jubilec. 

The 3d from the 7th, or the 1oth 
trom Evening, brought up Light in 
ſome ſ{caſons, and the Sun in others, 
the 1oth from Morning, the Evening 
Incenſc. And the 10th day of many 
Moneths was very lignall : as for tying 
and trying the Paſchal Lambs ; and for 
the death of Miriam, 1n the firſt moneths 
as tor the death of Ez and his two ſons, 
with the Ark taken; on the 1oth of 
the 2d ; and the 1oth week, was for

(zs Emblems of Elc& and Reprobate ) 
upon a great Judgment, placed in the 
Morning : which is time of Judging, and 
of Judgments, in alt the Bible, Where 
allo 40 and 42 (the Morning Hours of 
the 2d day ) are lignall, for Tryals and 
Judgments. 

And accounting each Day of Creati- 
on, for 1000 years (as the Jews and 
others do, trom divers Scripturcs) eve- 
ry Hour of ſuch a Day, is about 42 


years, Or 6 times 7; and by this ac- 
C count 


count, the light of ſuch a day, will be 
at 5oo, and its Morning Sacrifice, about 
666, of 1000. which 1s alſo, the pro- 
portion of light and darkneſs, in the' 
differing ſeaſons of the year in the Scri- 
pture Scene, in which the Light may be 
one third, 'or two thirds, of a Day of 
£4 Hours: as our ſhorteſt day is about! 
$ hours, and our longeſt about 16. 

And if it were ever equal ( as the 
Fews began it always, at 6 Hours from 
Noon) As the Morning would be.ſtill 
at 500 years of 1coo, Io the next Watch;

The flood, was as waſhing of the 
Prieſt and Sacrifice, which Noah offe- 
red, at his coming out of the Ark, at 
the cloſe” of the firſt Watch of that 
day.

or the hours of the World, tothe part- 
ing of the firſt waters. | 

And though the Tabernacle had but 
one Laver,theTemple had 10,0t40 Baths 
apiece : as. 4O hours parted the waters, 
and 40 days rain on the firſt Ark; and 
40 years flitting of the ſecond z and 40 
{(prinklings of the blood of Atonement. 

Fiſt of the Bullock, and then of the 
Goat; but once upwards, before the 
Ark, as once offered to God z yet both 
were 7 times fprinkled downwards, 
within the Veyl and without ; and upon 
the Altar of Incenſez and dipped, on 
either hom : and poured at the bottom 
of the Brazen Altar.

and they were firſt baptized for the 
Dead, or fprinkled, on the third day, 
and then upon the 7th. 

And their third week, and third day 
after the Paſſeover, brought up then 

fenit Omer ; Heaved up, as a Type 
of Chriſt- to! be' raiſed' on: the 34 day 
(which was alſo the 3d from the Paſs- 
over; }) as their Omer, on the third 
day; with a Lamb that had a double 
portion of Flower , (for a Meat-offe- 
ring) to any other Lamb, through al] 
the year, as a Types of Him that was 
anninted above his fellowes. 

And their third month, brought up 
their firſt fruits of Wheat, and other 
firlt fruits, at Pentecoſt; a Type of the 
firſt Fruits of the Spirit, and Chriftian 
Church, at the great Pentecoſt in As 
the ſecond. 

Theſe were in two Loaves, as two 
Churches of Jew and Gentile : which 
might be- ſhadowed in their partition 
from Ephraim, to whom old Facob 
promiſed the Fullneſs of the Gentiles : 
as the Hebrew words, of Gen. 48. 19. 

And Leavencd : as the Beſt on Earth : 
except the firſt Fruits of all , which 
was Chriſt : without Leaven of fin; and 
yet\the Kingdom of Heaven (which 1s 
only-uſed by Matthew ) compared to 
Leaven, which a woman put in thre 
meaſares; which may allade to Sarabs 
three meaſures for the three Angels (of

the Pronuſe to the firſt uſing 


Ephizes Mm Sacrifice, which made up 
thoſe three meaſures called Seabs) or 
to the three meaſures of Barley leaſed 
by Rath, whence our Lord came, as

as Danid recovered Zicklag and Hezekgah 
went up to the Temple, upon the third

,our Lords Parents loſt him three days, 
and then found Him in the Tem- 
ple. 

And as his death was ſhadowed by 
the Bullock and Goat, that were ſlain 
on the great day of Atunement fo 
his life again, by the living Goat, that 
_ away the fius for which the other 

yed. 

And the third day of their Civil year, 
beginning” at Tizri (which many hold 
the Seaſon of Creation, and of Adams 
fall ) is their great Faſt for the death of 
Gedaliah (the great Fab) ſlain by IÞmael 
of the ſeed Royall; as thc jews ſlaying 
the Lord of lite; and all the Remnant 
was ſcattered at his death : but all was 
recovered again by Fohan.m, the Lords 
Grace, a$1n Hebrew. 

And Noahs Ark did reſt on Ararat, 
upon that day which came to be the 3d 
ot Tabernacles; or as others reckon, 
the third of Unleavened Bread ; as thc 
third after the firſt fruit Omer Reaped 3 
as a Type of the death of Chriſt: as its 
Heaving up, was of his ReſurreQti- 
ON.

130 Hours, the morning Watch of the 
ſixth Day, the farſt of Adam: and his 
fog Seth came up, 1n 130 years : As the 
Tabernacl s, after Pemecot , 130 days: 
'As the Tab-rnacle Chargers, were 1 30 
ſhckels: and the Ecumox 15 changed 


one whole day, in 130 years :; which 
was Adams Age, at Seth : or Terahs, at 
Abrahams Birth : as Facobs, at his com- 
ing to A'gypt : and Fehojadabs, at his 
Death.

Which in Hebrew, maketh juſt 234, 
the hour of Noon, in that tenth day. 
As it was 234 years, after their father

Which is akin to their word for a 
month, and the Moon ; (to which it 
ſeerned like z ) and the Afoons great 
Cycle, or the Golden namber, is of 235 
months; as the firſt hour, of that days 
Minha ; for the Paſchall Lambs, and 
for paſſing Jordan, and entering Canaan 
yea and for the New Jeruſalem, in 
Exch.

And thenext man Keinan,came at325,

Which was ſlaimat 333 hours cf 
their year, or 3 a clock, in the afternoon, 
of the fourtecnth day ; which endeth at 
hour 336 3 the number of Purim in He- 


brew : which began, at their Preparation, . 


to the Paſſeover z and continued to the 
middle of Adar : as many days, as there 
were hours, to the Paſſover ſlain, 333. 
Which made 666 Changes, of Light and 
Darknels, in day and night : as 333 
Cubits, of Holy ground about the Tem- 
ple, made 666 ſpans. 

And as Keinan was born at 32s, ſo 


his ſon came 70 _ after : as the Even- 
ing Sacrifice of the third day, after the 
Paſſeover, which was for the -Firft-freit 
Omer, Heaved up, with Bleſſing God : 
which is Maballel; as Keinan 13 mourning. 
As if thole 2, were to repreſent the 
Mourning, aud Rejoicing Church of God. 

And one of them was born 1332, or 
twice 666 years before the Flood : the 
other 1260 : and dyed in 1290, of the 
world. Which numbers may be dayes, 
or years in Daniel, and the Revelation : 
as they be ſignal Hours, in the Jewiſh 
year, to Pentecolt. 

Whoſe morning facrifice is 1332 
hours, from the firſt Watch, or 1335 
trom the firſt hour of the Day of Tryall : 
which is 1290 hours, before the Prepara- 
tion to Pentecoſt : which is 1260 hours, 
after the preparation to the Paſſeover ; 
which was alſo, the firſt of Hamans lots, 
and plots againlt the Jews : which were 
allto be lain, as the Paſchall Lambs, at 
the Paſſeover : but were delivered in the 
third moreth, or that for Pentecoſt : as 
Eſther 8. 9. 

And allowing 120 years, for makin 
the Ark (as God allowed it tothe ol 
World: ) as it began, in tte year of 
Noah 480; as the great day of unleaven- 
ed Bread began at 480 hours of their 
year, and the Temple at 480 years trom 
Agypt : So it was, in the year of the 
World 1536: and 120 more, come up 
to 1665, the year ofthe Flood, or hours 
to the 7oth Day. 

Aud Pentecoſt began at 1536 hours of 
their year : for it wasthe 5oth day, from 
Reaping their Omer (on the firſt of Un- 
leavened Bread, the 15th of their fiſt 
moneth: ) and by conſequence, the 
| 65th. day of their year : which began at 
1536 hours, which make up juſt &4 
days : and the noon of the 64th ( or 
preparation te the Pentecoſt) is at 1530 
hours : as the Cubits of the Front of 


Neabs Ark ; with its Height, 
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|  For,it was 30 Cubits High, ( as thc 


height of the Temple, and length of the 
Tabernacle, and its longeſt Curtains, = 
the Circuit ot the Moltcu Sex, was. 30 
Cubits : ) which- by 5o Cubits, the 
breadth of the Ark, ( and Tab:rnacle 
Court, and length of Solomons Porch , 
and Houſe before the Oracle ) niaketh 
i5c0: as the Curtains about tne Tabcr- 
nacle Court, of 1500 Cubtts. 

As the ycars trom Agypt, or the Ta- 
bernacle pitched, to Chritt were 1500 : as 
the {hekels of the moſt Holy Oyutment 
150O : as the Cubits of each end of No2hs 
Ark. 

Aud. the other end , makmig 1500 
more, are both 3o9o0 : as buti tides of 
the Tabernacle hangjugs 3 or the ſhete's 
of a Taleat. As the years, ot thc 

World, To Solomons Temple 3 or the 
Baths of his Moltea Sea and his Para- 
bles, were 3000. 

And fo was the ſquare of cach fide of 
each ſtory, in Noah's Ark, 3000 3 for, it 
was 300 long, ( as the ſquare of each tide 
of the Tabernacle, 30 longand 10 high, 
3003 as the Circuit of its Court, 100 
long and 5o broad, 300, ) And being 
30 Cubits High, we may follow them, 
which allow 10 Cubits, to cach ſtory 
( as the height alſo of the Tabcrnacl. 
and of Solomons Altar, and length of his 
Porch-was 10 Cubits 3.) and 300by 10, 
13 3000 3 as the Cubits of both ends. 

And thus the {quares of cach ſtorics 
end, bcing, 5 00 apiece (that is 50 broad, 
by 10 high) addcd, tothe ſquare of each 
lide, make up 4ooo 3 as the Cubits of 
Sol:mons Altar, 20 long, and 20 broad, 
and 10 high, 4000. As the Cubitsabove 
his Oracle wer? 4000 3 and the Cubits of 
Ezekiels Waters 4000; and the years of 
the world, to the Birth of Chrilt, 40003 
as welaw before. | 

The ſuperficial Cubits, of both cnds, 
and lides, of cither ſtorie of Noah's Ark, 
are 7000 ( cach hide being 3000, and 


i ae 


cach end 500, at 50 broad and 10 high :) 
and 700 15 ſignall for the Sabbath, in 
Hours, and Days, and Wecks,. and 
Months, and Years, in which the Suns 
Anomaly,or Apogeum, may come about, 
or be reduced. 

And the (ingle length "and breadth, 

350, the ycars.trom the Flood to Noabs 
death, or Abrahams Birth, which at 
his Fathers 130, can be but a year or 
two mote, than the death of Noeh, juſt 
350 trom the Flood ; and' the' Arks 
length, and breadt!1, and. height, arc 
the common proportions of a Mans 
Buy, 
And tor* Days alſo, as-well as Years; 
there 15 great harmony between them 
and cubits;' And as David faith, his days 
were as Palms or ſpans, ſo they might 
be liker Cubitsz which had 24 digits, 
as days had 24 hours: And that the 
Antients reckoned Days by Cubits, may 
be ſeen by+ the Tomb of the great 
Egyptian King, m a Ring of 365 cubits, 
as ticir Year had 365 days. 

And the Ark being 3o cubits high, as 
their Month had 3o days (as 150 days 
are five Months, and 1260, 42 Months; 
of 3o days apiece) 30o long, by go 
broad, do make 15000 Months, or 1250 
years, Of 3o days to a Month. But if 
every Month had not tull 3o days (as 
now they allow but 59 to 2 Months ) 
orif we allow another cubit, for clo- 
ling the Ark at the top, as ſome ex- 
pound the Text; they may come to 
1260 years ; as the Revelation time of 
the Woman, driven by the Flood, out 
of the Dragons mouth 3 as Noahs Ark 
was driven by the great Flood. 

And accounting Cubits thus for Days, 
the whole content of the Ark, will be 
the years to the Ark taken by the Phi- 
liftins ( on the ſame day of the ſecond 
Month on which Noah filled his Ark) 
at Elies death. 


Which 


Which was much- about 4oo years 
after thcy came from ; (and fo 
1250 years after the Flood) and 1100 
before the Birth of Chriſt; as Michals 
Shekels, were 1100. and fo were Dal:- 
laes, given her by the Philiftins; when 
they took Samſon, and put out both his 
Eycs; asthey took the Ark, and killed 
both its Pricſts in one day. 

But if Abrabam were born at his Fa- 
thers 7oth year (as Scaliger and all that 
follow him ) the Cubits of Noabs Ark , 
may bring us to the 2d Ark fetled at 
Zion, and Davids New Jeruſalem: Ta: 
ken from the Febrites, that Trod it 
doren, as their Name implies 1n He- 
brew; and the Goſpel, and Revela- 
tion may allude to this, in the Gentiles 
Treading the holy City, tor 1260 days or 
years3 and then it ſhould be recovered, 
as David got it, in ſo many years after 
the Flood, and called it by a New, and 
2 Duall Name, as hinting Two Feruſz- 
lems; as the Mother, and the Daugh- 
ter; as, the Danghter of Zion; which 
might be Zion atter the Return from 
Babylon; "ox Nehemiahs New Feruſz- 
lem. 

Which was in ſo many years from 
Iaels going into Agypt, as Davids was! 
from the Flood 3-or as hours in 52 days, 
(as weeks in a year) in Nehemiah 6. 15. 
ſo that the Morning of the 53d day, 
for the Dedication , was juſt at 1260 
Hours. 

And again, it was recovered by 7#- 
das Macchabenus , and the Temple and 
Altar reſtored, in 1260 ycars after their 
bondage to the King ot Meſopotamia, a 
Type of Babylon; or 1260 years betore 
the Chriſtians got it, and reigned in it, 
as a Type of the New Fernſalkem to come, 
in 1260 years after Antichriſt, as that 
was I260 years after Antiochus : a Type 
of Antichriſt, 

And that Recovery of Jerzſalem by 


the Chriſtians, was about 1100 years 


after Chriſt, as the Ark was ſtrangely 
recovered,from the Philift:ns,about a 160 
years before Chriſt. 

And for Daniels Nhmbers of 1290 
and 1335. as they may allude to fig- 
nall Huurs, in the Jewiſh year ; ſo they 
may be Days, and Yearsalo, 

And beginning their year, as they 
did for Sabbaths and Jubilees at Tizrs, 
their thrce years Tithes and Offerings 
might come up, with the folemn Con- 
tell;ons of” Dext. 26. in 1260, 1290, or 
1335 days 3 cither at the firſt or ſecond 
Paſſeover; or about their Pentecoſt 
as we diſcourſe elſewhere. 

And Davids Reign, was at 1290 as 
the Temple, 1335 years,after the Flood; 
if 350 before Abraham, and gog more, 
as many reckon to the -Law z and 480 
more to the Temple founded (or as 
others reckon, to it finiſhed) do make 
1335: 

And for that of Anticchns, the City 
was proftancd 1260 days: and the 
Temple cleanſed , and Antiochns lain, 
in x290: and all the Land recovered, 
in 1335 days; as the Mazchabees, cleered 
by facobus Capelns: And as it was 
1338 years, from their coming out of 
A egypt, (or the Abomination of the Gol- 
den Calt ) ſo it was 1290 years, after 
they cnjoycd Canaan ; 45 years after 
Caleb was ſent to ſearch the Land, as in 
]-fe 14- 10. and 1335 is but 45 more 
than 1290. 

And as the Chriſtians got Jerx/alem 
1260 years after Judas Macchabers, fo 
they loſt it agam, at 1290 years after 
Chrilt ; and the Txris or Tartars (which 
great men did think a branch of the 
10 Tribes) have poſſeſſed it long. 

Aud it it be lawtfull to look into Fu- 
ture Times, by all that is paſt, we may 
hope, thcre are not many more years 
of wrath to come upon that City : os 
the people of Iacl that enjoyed it. 

For which alſo, we funde the Wine- 

D prels 


preſs of the wrath of God, running out 
with Blood, from the City ( trodden 
m it) 1600 furlongs : as in Revel. x4. 

And, if theſe alſo be tor years, they 
will end between 1666, and 1675, now 
coming, 

For, the Warrs that trod that City, 
as in a Wine-prels ( as before, 1a Lam. 
I. 15.) began from 66 of Chrilt ; and by 
75 the City was facked, or ploughed 
up, with a Plough ( as themlſclves re- 
cord )) upon their great Doomsday, of 
not entring into Reltz and of Burning 
both Temples : on the 9th or 10th of 
their 5th Month. And it ſcemeth about 
72 or 73. which yet may be 75, from 
the true Birth of Chrilt. 

And that Furlongs may b2 for years , 
we found the New Jeruſalem to be 12000 
tarlongs, as S»lomons Orzcle, up to the 
Temple height, was 12000 Cubits; 
which we hnde for years in many 
things. 

And if they be for Days, there may 
be yet more reaſon why furlongs ſhould 
be Years, ſeeing there were as many 
Cubits in the furlong, as their longelt 
year had days. Though at firſt it ſeems 
there were but 3oo Cubits in their 
Stadion, ( as the Scholaſt on Theocri- 
2:15 ) But more, in Eratoſthenes: and Pto- 
lomy contracted Him. | 

And though the Grecians hixcd their 
Radion, by the feet of Hercules, yet it 
{cemech molt proper for the ttage of 
the Sun; which was alſo repreſented 
by Hercules, and his 12 Labours; as the 
1 2 Signs, and 12 Monthly ſtages of the 
Sun: or the Giant, running a Race, as 
in the 19th Pſalm. 

And the Apoltle Paz! alſo, uſcth the 
{ame word jtadion, for a Chriſtian Race, 
and molt proper, to the Olympic ſtadion : 
And it is no wonder, that Times and 
Years ſhould b2 expreſſed by that Olym- 
pick Ju when as All did then rec- 
kon: Years by Ohmpials, or Olympick 


ſages, or tadia, the word ulcd here for 
1600 turlongs. 

And as we found the Cubtts of the 
Tab:raacle Court, and Hangings, to 
be as the years from the Talernacle, to 
the Birth of Chrilt, 15003 as each cnd 
of Noabs' Ark, and ſhckcls of the Holy 
Oyutment, 15Cco : 

So the 72 Cubits, of the Boards of 
the Tabernacle, may be 72 years, after 
the burth of Chriſt, before the deſtructi- 
on of their City and Polity : Which 
might be ſhadowed by the Tabernacle; 
as the gthto the Hehrews ſhews us the 
way into the moſt Holy, was not open, 
while the firſt Tabernacle was ltanding z 
or their outward Temple. 

And about the Tempe, as we finde 
the Circuit of the greatcſt Court (which 
hemmed in the Gentiles ). to be 2000 
Cubitsz as the years from Abrahams 
Birth to Chriſt; and the Floor of all 
before the Oracle , 1000: as the years 
between the Temple finiſhed, and Chriſt: 
So the Pozxch, and its Houſe and Ora- 
cle, was 70 cubits long, or 72 ( as in 
the Boards of the Tabernacle ) with 
Partitions between them : as the years 
which their Temple ſtood , after the 
Birth of Chriſt, | 

And for theſe 1600 ycars ( between 
the Ruire of the Temple, and their (ig- 
nal Change) we tinde jult x600 cubits, 
in the Circuit of the moſt Holy Place : 
or in the ſuperticial Square of its ſides 
which axc 20 by 20, 4oo, and lo its 4, 
lides are [1600 Cubits, 

And if the 4000 Cubits above the 
Oracle, did repreſent 4000 years before 
the time of Chriſt, or end of the Tem- 
ple, (as we found in many Harmonics) 
why may not the 1600 Cubits round 
about that Oracle, preſent as many years 
betwcen the Temple, and thatTate 
which was ſhadowed by the n:olt Ho- 
ly Place? which by many things, appears 
to be a ſhadow of the New Feruſalem : 

® 
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of 144 Cubits ( as the floor of Moſes's 
Oracle }) and 12000, as Solomon's. 

And theſe 1600 years, comung out at 
1675 of Chriſt, will bz 3600 years from 
Abrahams eatring Canaan : tor he was 
then 75 ( as Gen. 12. 4.) and be was 
born 2000 years bcfore Chriſt ( as we 
ſaw by many Harmonies ) and fo 1675 
of Chriſt, is juſt 3600, trom Abraham, 
hirlt in Canaan. 

And the Ark was toſſed by the Flood, 
3600 hours, or 150 days, (from the 
17th of the 2d month, to the 17th of 
the 7th ) and then reſted on Ararat, in 
the ſeaſon of Tabernacles. 

Which may alſo bz hinted in the 
Revelation ; where the pthTrumpct may 
alludeto the Feaſt of Trumpets, in the 
7th month : as every month began with 
Trumpets, but the 7th with the Feaſt of 
Trumpets : and again, on the great 
Atonement, it had the Trumpct of 
Releaſe, in ſabbatical years, and Jubilees : 
and again, the greateſt Feaſt of all, the 
Tabernacles : called the Feaſt of Inga- 
thering all the Fruits of the Earth. 

As before, they had the firſt fruits. of 
Barly, called the Omer, and of wheat 
and other, at Pentecoſt, fulhlled at the 
great Pentecoſt, in Ads 2. So there mult 
be the Feaſt of Harveſt, or Ingathecing 
all; and Vintage alſo. Which are both 
palt, in the ſame 14th Chaptcr of the 
Revelation ; before the blood had run 
out, 1600 furlongs 3 which was the 
blood of the Vintage 3 and before thc 
Tabernacles ; which ſeemeth but a 
Tyre of that happy time, when the Ta- 
b:rnacle of God ſhall b: with men on 
carth; as afterwards 1n the Revela- 
tion, 

And as the Cubits of the length and 
breadth of Noah's Ark, do þring, us un- 
to Abrahams Time, as we {aw bctore, 


(o the very hours of its tofling by ty 
Flood, may be the v-ov*< They (halt 


Abrabam 5? 


hually Reſt, in their promiſed land of 
Reſt, 300; the hours of 5 moneths, or 
150 days. 

And the Tabernacle, 3o long, by 
8 2 broad, and 10 high, is juſt 3&00 Cu- 

its. 

And as Solomen had 10 Lavers, and 
to Candleſticks for one of the Taberna- 
cles; fo his whole Temple is 10.times fo 
much as the Tab:rnacle, or 36000 Cu- 
bits : being, 60 long, belides his Porch ; 
and 20 broad and 3o high, 36000. 

And as his Workmen were 150000, 
{o their Overſeers were juſt 36003 as 
the Cubits of the Tabernacle; and the 
hours of the Ark toſſed by tke Flood ; 
- might be ſhadowed in his great 

ow 

Which was of 3oco Baths, (.as the 
golden Candlefiick, 3000 ſhckels, or a 
Talent but with 600 faces, on its 
brim 3 asthe Jews, on 2 Chron. 4. 3. as if 
he would allude, to that ſignal number 
of 3 600. and as his Temple was 60 long 3 
lo the 2d. was alſo $o broad; and 3550 
15 60 by 60, which we found the num- 
bcr of firſt-truits, and of ſhekels 'n their 
pound ; as of mmutes in an hour of 
3600 (-conds 3 as the hourly Pultcs, of

And for days allo, which many Scri- 
pturcs make as years , There arc juſt 
35co days, in 16 years of. 360 days; or 
12 moncths of 30 days apicce 3 as the 
5 moncths, of. the Arx tofſed by the 
Flood to Art, make 150 dayes; and 
1260 daycs, in tine Revelatign, are 42 
monti15 of 30 days .aptece. 

And when Abraham came to Canaan, 
he wandercd 10 years, in Agypt, an4 
Gerar, 2nd other places, ( as N--9 did 
in M4 * / till at 1--**2 46 recovercd 
” » dd þ;- - »ants of Sodom ( that 


111+» 4iC urn with His ſeed; as 
16. 53.) and conquered the por 
D 
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narchs, or Monarchics, as their names 
may import, and was then met by Met- 
chizedek, a Type of Chriſt at his ſecond 
coming and then he tixeth and ſtayeth 
in the land of Reſt;and hath ſeed m Hager 3 
at 10 ycars, after he came to Cana 3 Or 
3600 days 3 as a Type perhaps that his 
ſced ſhould finally Reſt, in their Land 
of Promile, after 10 Prophetick years 
which are 3600 days or years 3 and from 
his 95 year .( when he firlt entered ) 
3 600 years, arc out, at 1675 after Chrilt. 

Which is 3665 from Sarabs Buth, 
and 3675 from Abrahams ; as from his 
Death 3500 3 which is half 70003 or 
3 days and anhalf, of the longeſt day of 
1000 years 3 for the ſuffering of. the 
Witneſſes, in Abraham's (eed. 

And that the days of Creation ſhad- 
dowed out ſo many 1000 years of the 
Worlds duration and changes, we noted 
before, from the Jews aud others 3 for 
divers reaſons, beſides That of Moſes and 
other Scriptures, ſaying, With God, a 
Day is 45 1£09 years; and 1000 years, 
4s one Day. 

And the Revelation Vials ( and 
Trumpets }) obſerve the method of the 
days of Creation 3; firlt vn the Earth , 


and next on the Sea, and Rivers of Wa-[ 


ters: and the fourth is upon the Sun, 
which was made on the fourth day : and 
the fifth on the Beaſt,aud Dragon, made 
one the fifth; and the ſixth brings up the 
Ralers of the Eaſt, as Adam in Eden, to 
Rule the World : and the 7th endeth in 
a. Sabbath of Reſt, as the 7th day of 
Creation. 

And although there have been great 
changes in all the great days, or 1000 
years, of the worlds Duration ( as we 
*ouched before ) yet are greater like 
to £0---_ in the latter days, than in all 
the FormcL- | 

As there = Bee * oht and Luc 
:n the latter days of Creative «= ot 
bs the 3d and 46Þ, which Were thefirlt 


of Life, and Light of the Sun; and of 


living Creatures. And of Anumals, the 
—_ was frlt, ( as the Heb. words 
of Gen. 1.21.) and the Beaſt, or Behe- 
moth, The chief of the works of God, ( as 
in 7b or hrlt that Reigned on earth, 
as the Dragon in the Deep: till Adam 
came up, to rule them both, on the 
ſixth day of Creation. 

And weare yet, but inthe Morning, 
of the lixth great day of the World ; or 
'of its 6th 1000 years. And if Chriſt 
came not till 4000 years of the World 
( as we-faw before, from the greateſt 
men, and Harmonies of many things 
in the Bible; ) We are now, at the 
Time, that anſwers to the Morning Sa- 
crifice, of the 6th day z which was the 
firſt of Adam, and of any Sacrifice, or 
Worthip of God, by any Rational Crca- 
ture. 

And although we do not read of 
Adams Sacrifice, upon that day, yet it 
was the firit that could have a Sacritice 


although we ſuppoſe it all along, and 


obſ{crved the Times, that came to be the 
Morning, or Evening Sacrifice, in every 
day 3 but none could have it really fo, 
till Adam was made. 

And although the Morning Light of 
this 6th thoufand years, came up about 
1500 years after Chriſt ( which was a 
lignal time of Light and Change in the 
World, and Church alfo 3) yet it is ike 
to increaſe till it come to full Noon , and 
a ſignall Criſis, is like to be, at thetime 
of its Morning Sacrifice, about 666 ot 
the thouſand 3 as we {aw before; and {o 
about 1666, of Chriſt, if born at 4000 
years of the world. 

_ But if He were not born till 4008 
( which was 2000 years after 2008, or 
Terabs 130 ) 1675 of Chrilt, may be

And this Morning Sacrifice may not 
only ſhadow the ſetting up of God, and 
his Worſhip in a right manner 3 but alſo, 
the pulling down of the Beaſt, and his 
burning in Fire; as the Revelation may 
allude, to the burning -of Beaſts in Sa- 
crifice. 

And although the common daily Sa- 
crifice was Lambs (as Types of them, 
which are counted as ſheep for the 
Naughter ) yet at all great times, and 
in ſpecial, at the new Moons and Chang- 
cs (ſhadows of change, to the World, 
and Church allo, compared to the 
Moon) there were Bullocks, Rams and 
Goats, to be burnt in fixe; as thoſe Dce- 
vouring Beaſts, which God himſelf made 
emblems of thoſe great oppreſſing Mo- 
narchics 3 as ſhadows of the Revelati- 
on Bcatt to be burnt in fire, as the Bealts 
of Sacrifice :- which never was, nor 
could be, till the 6th day : and the 
Morning Sacrifice anſwering to the 
6th great day 15 about 1666, or 1675, 
from the Birth of Chailt, 

Which is 10 Prophetick years from 
Abraham's coming, into Canaan ; and 9 
ſuch years, from his ſeed opprefied in 
Agypt , whence it was recovered as 
Abraham was, by Plaguing Pharaob's 
houſe, when he had almolt loſt his Wife : 
asa Type of his {ed to follow, 

And thoſe 9g years, in the Bullock, 
Ram, and Goat, which Abraham was 
bid to take, with a Turtle and a Pigeon 3 
which were kept unbroken, undevided, 
( asthe Chutch of the Jew and Geutile ) 
1m the mid(t, .and breaking, of thoſe 
grcat oppictiing Monarchies, which 
God had named before, in the King, of 
Shinar or Babylon, Elam or Perſia, with 
Elliſſar, the Prince of Ellas or Greece. 
Aud the times of all, in 12 great years 
Bondage to ther ; as Gen. 14. 4+ © 

But ro ſuch- years, from Abrahams 
coming into. Canaan, as Gen. 16. 3. 

Aud 9, trom their Bondage in Agypt :

which is ſhewed in his Viſion, Ger. 154 
of the Bullock, Ram and Goat, of 3 
years apiece : org inall. 

Asalſo the 3 years Heifer, or Bullock 
( lo often cited in the Scripture ) may 
denote the 3 prophetick years, of 1080 
days, or years, from their Bondage in 
Agypt, to their coming out of Babylon : 
{ceing God himſelf compareth Agypt 
and Babylon to an Heifter or Bullock : 1n 
Fer.46. 20. 50. 11. And the Jews (till 
keep that ſignal number of 1080, in the 
little clakins of their hoars, which we 
touched bctore. 

The Ram and Goat, - are emblems of 
the Perſian and Grecian Monarchies in 
Danie!, and they may beſo, in Abrahams 
Viſion. They are tound again, in the 
Tabernacle Curtains of Rams skms, and 
Goats hair : with a rough Thatch, or 
Taxus, of the ſame name with one trom 
the Concubine Rama, or Roma, Gen. 
22. 24.-And the times of all may be 
veiled, in the Cubits of thoſe Curtains 
which we diſcourſe elſewhere : with 
the times of "Moſes and the Judges. 

Gideons Pitchers, ſhadowed great 
things to come, in the Pſalms and Pr 
phets, Goſpel Light iz Earthen Veſſels (a5 
2 Cor. 4. 7. ) his name implycth paſkng 
away of time, or of iniquity. And it 
his 1700 ſhekels, be for years- alſo, they 
may reach trom him, to the Chriſtian 
Ephods and Teraphitns, about 400 ycars 
from Chriſt : when both the Church and 
Empire, were troden down by Arrians 
and others more Barbarous. Or to the 
years of Chriſt, that may tnuſh Ephods 
and Iſracls whoring from him, Typed 
by Gideon. 

Feptha's 300 years (in Judges 11-26.) 
areas many as the Cubits of each tide 
of the Tabernacle: ( 30 by 10) or the 
circuit of its Court : or the length ot 
Noabs Ark. Avery (ignal time, in divers

the liege of Troy. 
D 3 
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thought, the Poets Iphigenia, was Fepthi- 
genia : about :1200 years beforeithe 
Birth of Chriſt, FI 

As Elies Dcath was 1100 : as the 
ſhekels of Micha, and Dalila : tor Sam- 
ſon and his 2 eyes! as ſhadows of the 
Ark taken with its 2 Pricſts. 
- We tound the timc,.m the Cube of 
Noabs Ark : and though it were but 7 
menths with the Philiſtins, yet it flitted 
up and down, till David tound it at 
Kiriath Fearim, the City of Woods ( as 


P/z/. 1323) notwithſtanding the ſignal 


Vidtory at Eben Ezzr ( where the Ark 
was taken bctore ) and Beth Car : th: 
houſe of the Lamb. As $Smnel offered a 
Lamb, in great Thunder : as the Pialms 
and Revelation may allude. 
It was 377 years, after they entercd 
Canaan ( being, 20, before Dzvids 40: 
and the 4th of Solomon was 480 from 
Agypt : ) and the number of Samnels 
name, in Hcb. is 377. | 
- Davidin Feb. 24. as he was from No- 
ab : but as commonly written, bat 14 : 
as from Abraham, And Davids 70 ycars, 


was the 14th 70, from Abrahams birth : 


or 980:1t Abraham were 5 04 years betore 
they left Agypt 3 430 years after the 
Promiſe. 

Which 1s commonly fixed at Airz- 
hams 74, or 75. but the Jews place it 
at his 7oth year (and 13 times 70 more, 
will come to the Temple tounded : ) as 
they place his birth, at his fathers 70, 
which is followed by Scaliger, Petavins, 
and cther great Chronologers. 

And by this account, the years, we 
found in the Cube of Noahs Ark, do 
bring us to the 2d Ark, fixed at Zion , 
and Davids aew Feruſalem : attcr he had 
Reigned at Hebr;n, 7 years and 6 
months, or 2700 days. 

And ſo many years will come from 
1035 bcfore Chrili to 1666 after Chritt, 
ich will alſo bz | 2670 years, trom the 

*<mple finiſhed in ſo many days; or in 
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6 years and 5 months : for it was begun 
in the 2d month of So/mmons 4th year, 
and dedicate in the 7th month ot his 
11th year : which the great Armagh tix- 
<th at the year of the world 3002, and 
betore the years of Chrili 1005 : which 
was allo 30 ycars, aiter the Ark at Zion 
{as'2 Sam. 5. with 2 Eſdras 10:,) which 
was atter Davids 7 ycars and 6 months, 
aS the Temple was buile m 7 years, and 
5 months. 

Which 5 odd months ( as thoſe of 
the Ark, bcture it Reſted ) are 3600 
hours, or 150 days as there w-re, 
150 ycars,. to the Temple, repaircd by 
Foaſh ; m his 23d ycar, or 855 before 
Chriſt ; and-2520 more, the dayes of 
7 years, come out af 1665, or 1666. 

And thele 7 Prophetick ycars, may 
be Typed in the 9 years Famine, in 
which the Widdow wandered abroad, 
and'then returned, and enjoyed her land 
again :: with all the mean profits : in 
the time of Foram, talking with Ge- 
hazi, Who by this, ſeemeth freed from 
his Leprofic 3 which elſe, would have 
kept him trom the Kings preſence. 

The ſcatterings of Ifracl began with 
Ahabs death, at Ramoth ; High places 
C which had been their fin, and now bc- 
gan to be their Puniſhment : and at 
Gilead ; the ſtones of witneſs, tor Facob 
and all. his Children 3 whom it had {© 
often helped : as it did Mephiboſheth;, 
who was preſerved, by Machir of Am- 
miel, Lodebar : that is, a Kinſinan of Gods 
People, to whom is his word. And David 
was maintained by the ſame, when he 
tled from Abſalom , at Jacob3 Maha- 
naim\ to which S:zlomn may allude, in 
the Hcbrew words of Cant. 6.13. And 
agam the Chriſtians were preſerved 
thercabout, in the mountains of Gika#?, 
whithcr they fled, as Chriſt had warn- 
ed'rthem, when the Romans roſe trom 
their firlt befieging of Jeruſalem, before 
Tits came and facked it. 

And 


And of their firſt ſcattcrings at Ra- 
moth-Gilead , Michaiab laid, I ſaw al 
I/rael ſcattered, as ſheep without a ſhepherd , 
which yet might be but a ſhadow, of 
their following ſcatterings; But Gods 
ſaymg, Let them return in Peace, might 
intimate , thcy ſheuld return in Peace 
from all their future ſcatterings : As 
the Prophets uſe that Phraſe. For, He 
that ſcattereth 1/7acl will gather him. 

And that they ſhould be gathered mn 
7 Prophctick years z might be ſhaddow- 
cd in their Sabbaticall ycars z and Moſer's 
Dying Charge (in Dear. 31.12.) which 
may be a Promiſe : That all I#ae/ ſhould 
be Gathered, with their Strangers allo, 
to hear the Law, at the cloſe of 7 years, 
in the Solemnity of the year of Releaſe 3 
in the Feaſt of Tabernaclesz which was 
called the Feaſt of In-gatkering, as we 
{aw bcforc. 

And 7 ſuch Prophctick years, from 
the Fall, did bring Ifracl to -poſſels 
{anaan, and 7 moe ſuch years, did 
bring the Chriſtians to Reign at Ferwſa- 
km , about 1100 years attcr Chrilt 
and 7 fuch years from 1ſraels (catte- 
rings, may recover Jew and Geatile too, 
(tor, Mojes names the Stranger allo) to 
the great Feaſt ut Tabernacles coming z 
and perhaps, begiuning now, Letwcen 
1666 and 1675. Which is 7 Prophe- 
tick ycars, (or as matiy as the days of 
7 years) from their {catterings i Abb, 
Foram, and Fehoaizaz, (when they were 
made as the Duſt, and had only 10 Cha- 
riots !ctr, with 50 Horſcmen :) who be- 
gan in tte very ycar of the Temple Re- 
paired , winch was the 23d of Foaſh. 
The man that deſpaired (as hus Name 
implics) bat was preſerv'd by the Lords 
Oath, and Knowledge, that 1s, Fehiſhcba, 
and Fehjadz: when Athalizh, the Lords 
dime, had cur of, th.c ſeed Royall of 
Fudah : as Fezabel cut off the Prophets 
and fed of God, 1n liracl, that 15, Nabeth 
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And Foaſh coming up in 7 years, 
might alſo be a Type of their Rifing 
again, in 7 Prophetick years: and His 
Repair of the Temple , may ſhaddow 
the Reſtoring of the Church and Wor- 
thip of God after its great Decay ; and 
ſlaying the Witneſſes : which might be 
Typed in Naboth of Jezrael, and the 
fred Royall of Judah. 

So the Temple, and Worſhip of God, 
was rcſtored by Hezekiah, after the Pol- 
lutzons of Ahaz; and by ]ofiah, attcr 
Meanaſſeh. 

And Daniel was told, that the San- 
Etuary ſhould be tully cleanſed in 2300 


| daysz as he had probably fecn it done 


in Joſiabs time. Forit began in his 12th, 
and ended mn his 18th year : a ſignal time 
in Jeremy, with Ezekzel, and it may be, 
in Daniel: wherc 2300 days, in the tune 
of the Macchabees , may anſwer to as 
many days, in tte Retormation of ]:- 
ftab. 

For, as all ws profaned by Manaſſeh 
(and Reſtored by Jofiab, i ſo many 
Days) fo was it by Antiechus, and Re- 
liorcd by Macchabenus , who recovered 
the Temple in 1290 days, and the Land 
n 1335+ as We ſaw betore. But Ewx- 
pator got the Tower of Zin, aud Nica+ 
nor {wore to burn the Temple. till he 
allo was flain m 2300 days; or in 6 
years, and fo many days, as from the 
Temple protaned, on tle 15th ot the 
gth Month, to the 13th of the 12th, on 
which Nicener was tiain; as we read 
in both Books ot the Macch.zbees, cleartd 
by Capel, 

Bur es they may be days, 10 Antiz- 
chus, fo they may be years to the end 
of Antichriſt; being commanded to be 
ſhut, or ſealed np, for many days ; and 
tor the Time of the end; and for the laſt 
end of Indignation; which may be com- 
parcd with the Revclation Vials of the 
latt Plagues. . 

And it thoſe 2300 Cays or years, be- 
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gin-at Joſiabs Reformation ( as the 40 
years of Judabs fin, m Ezek,' with Je- 
remy : ) they will end with the 1600 
years, or furlongs from the City ſack- 


cd. 

And if they bzgin with Daniels Cap- 
tivity, they will not be much later; for, 
He was carryed Captive in the 3d or 
4th of Jehojachim, the Son of Joſiah. 

And from the Temple burnt, they 
will not be much longer. As the Pro- 
phet was told, the Sanctuary ſhould be 
cleanſed in ſo many days : a5 if they 


:b:gan with ſomewhat done to the San- 


Qtuary z btfore it was deltroyed. 


And though it was cleanſed by Jo-| 


fiah, yet they ſay, much emptied of the 
Ark, and Holy Fire, with other things, 
hidden by J-ſiah, with Jeremy : as we 
may alſo read in the 2d of Machab. 2d. 

So that, the 2300 days, or years, of 
cleanſing the SanGuary, may begin 
from its emptying in J-f2bs time : when 
it loſt ſome Glorics; which they ſay, 
were never recovered. As they ncte on 
the want of 7, their letter for 5, in the 
very word of Glory, promiſcd to the 2d 
Templc, m Hap. 1.8. 

And from the Temple Burnt, they 
may come out, with the cloſe of the 
2d Woe, in the Revelation : or the Twrk 
(as is very probable : }) Preparcd , tor 
a year, a month, a day, and an Hour 
(or 3591 years; to be added, to 1300. 
when thele came up, upon the Roman 
Scene; ) to ſlay the 3d part of men, 
with Fire and Brimſtone, as Gunpow- 
der. 

But if the 2500 days begin at the 
time of the Viſion, it was, 1n the 3d of 
BelſhazZZar4 or 31 years after the Tem- 
ple : So that 2300, would be 2331 trom 
the City burnt : and 2331, are 3 times 
666, and an halt, or 7 times 333. 

As if the ſteps of 7 cubits, from the 
Gentiles Court to the Holy Ground, of 
333 cubits, might intimate how long 
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the Gentiles ſhould tread down thoſe ' 
Holy Courts; to the laſt Ruine of Baby- 
lox. 

As the 5 ſteps, up to the Womens 
Court of 135 cubits, ( which by 5, is 
675.) may ſhevy us the very years, trom 
the "firſt Captivity, (which Ezekzjel and 
Matthew fix on Jeconiab) tothe laſt; or 
Roman Sack, of Jeruſalem. 

But it that Court were made in Ez- 
ra's time (as may be probable from di- 
vers things, belides its-name of Fra) 
being a Square of 135, on cach fide, the 
Circuit being 540 cubits, may bs the 
years it ſto6d from Ezra's time, 

Which was 490 years before the death 
of Chriſt, as1s ckered elſewhere, on Da- 
niels Weeks. ' And the greateſt - Court 
about-the Temple, was 500 cabits long, 
and as many broad. 

The $0 firlt cubits, to the Womens 
Court, may ſhaddow both the 80 days, 
the Women ſtayed (for a female) till 
they might enter the Womens Court : 
and S8oyears, between their firſt Return 
from Babylon, and Ezra's coming up, and 
purging out the Gentilz Women, or ma- 
king that Womens Court. 

Which was 135 cubits, to the Gate of 
Nicanor, as it was about 135 years, 
b:fore the firſt Nicanor, and 135 more, 
before the laſt z which was flain about 
Purim : 155 days, after the 24th of the 
7th Month ; which was the Day of the 
Solemn Covenant made in this Court, 
by Nehemiah, The Lords Comfort, after 
Ezra, as the Comforter after Chriſt, or 
the Helper; for Ezra is Help : and there 
were 11 compleat years between them, 
as 11 Cubits of Hell or Chell, before the 
Womens Court of Hep: or Ezra. The 
Lord fend thee Help, out of bis Holy Place, 
as Pſal. 20. 2. 

From the Gate Nicanor, there were 
187 cubits more of Holy Ground : as 


187 years from Nicanors death, to the 
death of Chrift. 


And 
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And to compare, That we expe&,m 
Times to come, with that which is-paſt, 
in Harmony, with hours, as wcll as days 
ot the Jewiſh year. 

We tound their great Fealts, or Fats, 

at the diſtance of 65 Days : ſo that their 
Pentecolt, bcing the 65th day of their 
year, began at the Hour 1536: as Noabs 
Ark began at the year of the World 
I5 36. 
And the Birth of Chriſt, (or his going 
into Agypt ) being 1500 years, from 
their coming: out of Agypt, his Death 
being agreed m the 34th, or at moſt 
the 36th of his Life, muſt be 1534, 
from that Exodus , as the Verſes of the 
Bible, to Exodxs; or the Hours of their 
ycar, to the great Sacrifice before the 
Pentecoſt (as his Death was before the 
great Pcutecoſt, in As 2d) or at moſt, 
1536; as the years to the Ark; or as 
Hours to Pentecoſt. 

And as he ſaid, his coming, or his 
days ſhould be, as the days of Noah: 
ſo, the years may be as many from Him, 
ſo ſpeaking as the years of the Flood : 
1656; which in Hours, comes up to 
the 7oth day of their year : which 1s 
like to make a ſignal Change, ( as it 
did in the Flood) and may be a kindce 
of Doomſday to the World ; as their 
Doomſday was, within ſo many Hours 
after their preparation to the Pentecoſt, 
which is agreed as fulfilled at the death 
of Chriſt, and great Pentecoſt follow- 
ing, 

Sund the ſtopping of the Firlt-born, 
or fiſt-fruits, ( and other things after 
Pentecoſt ) tor which they yet taſt, on 
the 23d of the 3d month, may repre- 
ſeat that great Apoſtacy, which ſeized 
on the Chriſtian Church, in ſo many 
years (after the Pentecoſt, in As the 


-24) as that day, on which they yet fat, 
was Hours after Pentecoſt. 


Or if we begiv, at their beginning of 
Pentecoſt ; which could not be, till they 


were ſ{itled in Canaan: We are come 
to as many years, after their firſt Pcn- 
tecoſt, as the firtt Morning Sacrifice of 
Tabernacles was Hours, attcr the full 
of Penteccſt : which was but 130 days 
before the tirlt of Tabernacks. 

And the Hours of-130 days, are 
3120; fo. that the Morning Sacrifice 
of the next day, the taſt of Tabzrna- 
cl:s, i5at 3135 Hours, after the fiffi 
Hour of Pentecoſt. 

And it their fixlt Pentecoſt, - were the 
very firli year of their coming into Ca- 
14an, it was but 1460 years, before 
the fixlt of Chriſt: fo that 1666 of Chrilt 
will be 3135, compleat years, from 
their entring Canaan; and they could 
hardly keep the Pentecoſt, unuill they 
were {ctled there, and had both ſubdued, 
and parted the Landz in 6 or 7 years, 
after their entring : which are there- 
tore to be added to 16663 to come up, 
to the Morning Sacrifice of the tiſt of 
Tabernacles 3 though the Day may begin 
loc years b<tfore it. 

And it we conlider the great things 
of che Bible, after their (ctling in Ca- 
naan, We may finde ther, in as many 
years, as Hours, to the Days, in which 
they were in the Jewiſh year. 

Of the Judges times, and Davids , 
we ſpeak elſewhere ; and of the Tem- 
ple begun at 40 years from Zgypt 3 
as the Ark began at 480 Years of 
Noah; and the Great Sabbath of Un- 
leavened Bread, at 4$0 Hours of the 
jewiſh Year. 


And for times of the Temple ; till 
its Ruine ; Jeroboam was as many years 
from their hzſt Pentecoſt, as the Hours 
of Pentecoſt, or its Preparation, to the 
cloſe of the Day, on which they yct 
faſt, for his Apoltacy : the 23d cf the 
3d Month. 

And the 1cth of the 4th, when the 
City was taken, was 36 days, or 864 


| hours, from the firlt hour of Pentecolt : 
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As it was ſo many yearsfrom their firſt 
Pentecoſt : which muſt be ſomewhat 
more than 40 years, from Agypt : and 
fomewhat leſs than 440 years, before 
the Temple : which was 36 years before 
Ferobcam : who was 390 years b:tfore 
the City taken : which was therefore 
$66 years, attcr they entered Canaan : 
And their firlt Penteccſt, muſt be ſome 
few years After. Or the City might be 
taken ſome few hours before the 1oth 
day : for, the bread failed on the gth 
and the City was broken up, and the 
King fled out by night : as it ſeems, be- 
tween the gth and 1oth days, as 
2 King. 25. with Ferem. 52. 

And if it were in the gth day, it was 
96 dayes before the firlt of Tabernacles : 
or 2300 hours, before the great Evening 
Minha of the firlt day of that Feaſt : as 
Daniels great number, of 2300 days, or 
years 3 of which bcfore: and in 2300 
hours the ſun cometh, from the Equi- 
nox, to his higheſt Apogenm., 

And the Roman Sack, or Burning of 
the laſt Temple, was as many years, aftcr 
their firſt Pentecoſt, as there were hours, 
between the day of Pentecoſt, and the 
10th of the 5th month, on which the 
Tcmple was burnt, 

Which were as many, as the years, 
from their coming out of A#gypt, to the 
ceath of Chriſt : or hours of their year, 
to Pentecoſt : which began at 1536 
hours: and ſo many there were again 

£tween Pentecoſt, and the 1oth of the 
5th moneth : which was the 65h after 
Pentecoſt, as this was the 65th of therr 
year. 

And 65 days more, begin the Feaſt of 
Tabernacles, fo that its firſt day can be 
but 1560 hours ( as in 65 days ) after 
the 1oth of the-5th moneth : which 
we call * Doomeſday , becauſe of their 
great Doom of not entering into Reſt : 
and of burning both Templcs, and of 
other things againſt them, 
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Which they place on the ſame day of 
the Game month, in divers years , al- 
though ſome ſpeak of the gth, and ſome 
of the 10th day z which was the day of 
the firſt Temple burnt : as in Feremy 
52.12. and it might burn both m the 
gth and 1oth allo : or the evening 
b:tween them. 

And if it were the gth, as ſome will 
have it, the very firſt hour, of the gth 
day, could be but 1608 hours, b:tore 
the cloſe of the firſt day cf the Ta- 
bernacles : which was the 15th of 
the 7th month 3 aud fo could be, but 
the 67thday , from the gth of the 5th, 
and 67 whole days, are but 1608 hours. 

So that by this, as by other accounts 
before, the fixſt Morning Sacrifice of the 
great fealt of Tabernacles coming, mult 
be, in 1600 hours, or years, after the 
Temple burnt : or in the language of 
the 14th of the Revelation, after the 
harveſt, and vintage hath run out, x600 
farlongs, from the City 3 Trodden by 
the Roman Gentiles, 25 in a Winepre(s of 
wrath, Which was about 72, or at 
molt by 75 of Chriſt; fo that the x600 
years, or furlongs of Blood, from that 
winepreſs, will be tully compleat, un 
1675 of Chriſt: Or that, we now 
reckon, 1672. Which by theſe accounts, 
ſhould be, tor the great Fealt of Taber- 
nacles coming : as we have already ſeen 
the tormer Feaſts, of the Paſſeoyer, and 
Pentecoſt, fulfilled im Chriſt, and the 
great Pentecoſt, in As 2d. 

But if the Feaſt of Tabernacles were 
then alſo fulfilled : cither m Chrilt at 
that Feaſt ; or the Chriſtian Churches, ga- 
thered in, of Jew and Gentiles, in the 
times of the Apoliles ( Though thoſe 
beginnings, were but as the 2 loaves, at 
Pentecoſt with leaven ( as we touched 
before ) or as the Apoſile ſpeaketh, but 
the firſt fruits of the Pirit 3) yet, there 
was another great Feaſt -which followed 
the Taberuacles, at the ſame diſtance, of 
bg days 
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65 days ( as we ſaw betorec ) the Feaſt of 
Dedication. 

And that was, a very great Fealt alſo : 
though no: commanded by God, yet 
countenanced by Chritt himſelf : and his 
preſence at it, as we read in Fobs 10.27. 
And it may f{cem torctold, by God him- 
(elf, in Haz. 2. 19. ſpeaking of the 2d 
Temple Foundcd, ( or continued, and 
reaſſured ) on the 24th of the gth 
moneth : of which he faith, From this 
day, T will bleſs you. 

And the great Reſtoration of the 
Temple, and Worſhip of God, by Judas 
Machabens, that begat that annual Feaſt 
of Dedication, was upon the very next 
Day, to that on which the Prophet 
ſpake: the 25th of the gth moncth ; as 
1 Mach. 4. 

Which may be a Type, of the great 
Reſtoration of Religion, and the right 
Worſhip of God, after the potlutzons of 
Antichriſt,or any other, typified by An- 
#iochus; of which before, 

And by this account alloy that which 
ſhall fulfill that Feaſt dication, muſt 
begin, m as many years, after the Ads 
and Churches founded by the Apoſiles, 
as there were hours in 65, or 66 days; 
which we find the diſtance of thofe 
Feaſts of Tabernacles and Dedication : and 
a great change coming, or to be within 
1600 hours, or ycars, after the time of 
the Acts : or Apoltles tollowing Chriſt, 
or the firſt Gentile Churches, and de- 
ſtruction of Jeruſalem. 

We have tixed the times of Antio- 
chaes, and the Machabces b-tore, at 1335 
years from Agypt ; and by conſequence, 
165 bcfore Chrilt : or 1260 years, before 
the Chriſtians reigned in Feruſalem : 
and 1840 ycars, before 1675 now com- 
ing : and 1840 hours bring up the 
Morning Sacrifice of the 77th day : 
which, from the 25th ot the gth 
month ( or Feaſt of Dedication ) 15 the 
13th of Adar: which is another great 


Feaſt of the Jews for the death of Ni7cs- 
nor, in the Machabces : and tor theiz 
grcat deliverance from Hemans plots 
and lots, or Pxrim: which were cafi 
tor that day. But the Lot was caſt int» 
the Lap, and the diſpoſal thereof, was 
from the Lord : as Solomon forctold : aud 
God diſpoſed it fo, that it tell apon the 
head of Hamzn, and thoſe that deviſed 
it, againlt the Jews : who thus came to 
have power and rule over them that 
hated them, as Eſther $. and 9. 

Which was alſo a map, or emblem 
of ſuch another conqueſt they got, over 
their great enemy Nicanor, and his Ar- 
my: ot which we read, m both books 
of the Machabecs. And both thoſe 
things, coming on the ſame day, of the 
{ame month, in ſucceſſive years, are a 
more evident pledge of Gods delivering 
all his people from their enemies. 

And the days of Purim did anſwer 
to the hours of the Paſſeover lain, at 
3335 and the day endeth at 336, the 
number of Purim, which began with the 
preparation to the Paſleover,and ſhould 
have bzen acted on the 13th of Adar; 
but were diſannulled on the 23d of the 
z3d moneth ; which was as many days 
trom the tying up of the Paſchal Lambs, 
as the 13th of Adzr was, from the gth 
month, in which was the great Dedica- 
tion, and recovery from Antiochns ; 
who was followed by Nicanor, flain 
on the 13th of Adar, as we ſaw be- 
tore. 

And although the Jews had a great 
deliverance: preſent, at the firlt Prrrim, 
yct, as it was kept in all followmg 
times, {o" it might alſo ſhadow ſome 
greater thing to come: when the Jew- 
iſh Charch ſhall come in again, after 
the fulncſs of the Gentiles, as Eſther, 
after Vaſti, like the new Moon after the 
Full 3 as we {aw ſhadowed in the 
name of Eſther.

Fcalt of Purim, or that, which is totul- 
tillit, is to come in our times 3 or by 
the year 1675 of Chriſt, which 1s, as 
many years, from Antiochns and Nica- 
nor {l1in, as there are hours, from the 
Dedication day to Prrim, or its morn- 
ing Sacrifice. 

Which we may yet farther clear, by 
the days of other great things paſt in 
the Bible 3 which we ſhall find tollowed 
by ſome other change, upon the Jews, 
m fo many years, as thereare hours in 
their year, between the great Feaſts, or 
Falts, tor thoſe changes on them. And 
molt of all in 1600 years : which is 40 
by 40. Which we found their great 


number of Tryal and Judgement : as of 


parting the firſt Waters, at the 4oth 
hour of Creation. 

Andif we begin at their 4o years 1n 
the Wildernels z; we found them an- 
{wering to the 4o days Rain, on the 
firſt Ark; which began to float, in the 
Flood,-at the ſame ſeaſon, of the 2d 
month, as the 3d Ark flitted in the W1l- 
dernels. « 

And there were alſo 40 dayes of the 


ycar to the firſt Ark filled > on the 


xoth of the 2d month, on which alſo 
the 2d Ark was taken by the Philiſtins : 
and 40-days have 960 hours 3 fo that 
the next morning Watch cometh at 


969, as the years of Methuſelabs lite : 


who dyed they (ay, about the filling 
of Niah's Ark. 

And ſo many years, will come from 
the hiſt Ark begun, to the 2d flitting 
zn the Wilderneſs : or from the 2d Ark, 
tothe 2d Temple. 

For, 120 years of the Ark, bcfore 
the Flood 3 and 350 more to Abra- 
ham \, aud 509 more to thar coming 
out of Agypt, make up 97a years, 
to the 2d Ark ; in the Wilder- 
ncls. 

As again, 4So v*3rs tothe Temple, 
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And by this account, alſo, the great | 


and 36 more to Feroboam and 390 
more to the City taken, and 64 more, 
do make up 970 years, betwen the 2d 
Ark, and the 2d Temple. 

And although we cannot tell the day 
of the 2d Ark formed : or of the. Ta- 
bernacle ; yet by the Law, given at 
Pentecolt ; and Moſes days in the mount 3 
we may follow the Jews,that account his 
coming down to make the Tabernacle, 
at the time which came tobe the Fealt ot 
Tabernacles : which was alſo the ſeaſon 
of Noahs Ark reſting on Ararat, if the 
7th month then, were the 7th after 
they came trom Agypr : of which we 
{peak clſewhere. 

However, it 1s plainly faid, in the 
laſt of Exods, that the Tabernacle was 
Reared, on the firſt day of the firſt 
month, of the 2d year, from Agype. 

As many ycars, before the Birth of 
Chritt, or his going into Agypr, as the 
Cubits of the Curtains about its Court, 
or the ſhekels of the Holy Oyntment, 
that annointed yg + which were 1500 : 
as the Cubits, chend of Noabs Ark : 
as we ſaw betore. 

And as the ſpices of the Holy Oynt- 
ment were parted by 500, and 500, 
and 250 and 2503 {o alſo the Cu- 
bits of the hangings about the Court, by 
500 1n one fide, and 500 on the other 3 
and 250 at either end which was but 
50 broad, by 5 dcep, 2503 as either tide 
100, by 5 dcep, 500. 

And thus alſo the death of Chriſt will 
bz, as many years, from the Tabzrna- 
cle reared, as the hours from the tirtt 
of the day upon which it was reared, 
unto Pentecoſt ; or the great Sacrihice 
before it : or Verſes to Exodus , or 
years of the world to Noabs Ark. Or 
trom Enoch to the 2d Ark. 

And as 480 years, from Xzypt to the 
Temple, do an{wer to 480 Hours, of 
thcir year, to the great Sabbath of Un- 
leavencd Bread; ſo to 480 Cubits, - 

bot 
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both ſides of. che Tabcrnacle Veyls : be- 
img 12 broad, and 10 high: or 120 
ſquare, im each (ide 3 as the height of 
the Temple Porch, was 120 cubits, as 
the Hours bctore Adam, and years of 
the Ark, or of Maus Repentance, be- 
tore the Flood. 

Each fide of the Veyl was alike, (as 
the Fews expound the Curious work) 
and cach being 120, both are 240, the 
hours of 10 days 3 and both the Veyls 
do make 4$0 cubitsz as the ycars ta 
the Temple : as its years trom Crea- 
tion, Wcre in the cubits of both ends of 

nabs Ark. 

The top of the Altar was 25 cubits; 
as the years of the Levites age at en- 
trance, and of their ſcrvice till 507 as 
the Court was 50 broad. 

25, by 3 im height, are 75: as the 
ſquare cubits of cither ide of the Door 3 
or 15 Cubits by 5 in depth, which arc 
alſo 75 : as the years of Abraham, at 
his coming into Caraan z or of Jacob, at 
his going out to Hiran; or the number 
of his Family, in Agypr. 

And that the Sacritices of that Altar, 
ſhould Le turned into Prayers and 
Praiſes, might be ſhewed by $9lomons 
making a Brazcn Scaffold, juſt like Mo- 
ſes's Altar (im all dimenſions ) tor his 
own kneeling and . praying on itz as 
2 Chron. 6. 13, 

And his Houſe of the Forreſt of Leb- 
non, Wag 109 long and 50 broad, as the 
Tabernacle Court, and 30 high, as the 
Ark and Temple, were 3o high, and the 
Tabcrnaclec 30 long: which by 12 broad, 
was 360 Cubits, in its floor: as the hours 
of their Month, to full Noon, and of 
their yezr,to thar commg out oft Agypt . 
and. days of their year, cf 12 Months, 
of 30 days apicce - and their common 
word for a year, doth make 355, as 
days of their Lunar ycar : but with its 
uſual Article, 360, 

360 cubits mi ths Tabcrnacle floor, 


by 10 high, are 3400: as the days of 10 
years 3. at. wiuch they brought their 
children to the Tabernade, or Temple, 
with many other things we touch be- 
tore. 

The Oracle being 144, in its floor, 
and ,1440 in all, leaveth 2160 cubits, 
of 3600, tar the Tabernacle, before the 
Oracle. Which are neer the number 


' made by the Formatives ot their hifi 


Preter, or the years of the World to ]a- 
cob; which they make as the beginning 
of a New World ; 25 2 Eidras.6 9. Ard 
trom the Tabernacle reared, fo many 
ycars,come up to 660 (or as others rec- 
kon, to 666) of Chrilt. 

Which may be conhidered with 666, 
in the Revelation, as Printed Books ex- 
pre(s it : though mn the old Copies, or 
Manuſcripts, it be mm 3 Letters, as 
we touched b:fore is one hint, of 
counting, by numbers of Lettcrs alſo. 

Aud as we hnde the years between 
the Law and the Birth ot Chriſt, or be- 
tween his death, and the death of the 
Law-giver, in the very Alphab-t, by 
which it was laſt written, by God him- 
{elf : So we may hunde a Cycle of Times 
in it alſo; tor much of that which 15 
paſt, and it may be ſomewhat to come 
alto. 

As the 9 firli letters, being Unites , 
making 45, (as the ſpans of Moſes's 
Ark) may be the years trom the Law: 
fo written, to the Ark at Fh1lob : or the 
45 years, of which Caleb ſpeaketh, in 
Joh. 14. 19. 

And the 9 next,bcing Decimals, 4503 
the years to the ArKat Zion : which we 
tound at 450 years from Agypr; or 30 
ycars before the Temple ; which began 
at 480. 

The 4 laſt, being Centenaries, make 
1009. as the years trom the Temple 
finiſhed (with its Courts) to Chriſt : or 
KRST their 4 laſtletters. 


Which in their language are akin to 
E b 
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the Word for the Boards of the Taber- 
nacle : which nught repreſent the fleſh 
of Chriſt: whith is alſo Kreas, or ſome- 
what akin to their laſt Letters, i di- 
vers languages. 

And as their '22 Letters'make 45, 
450 and 10co, or 1495, {o their 5 t- 
nals, often in the Mazorites , do make 
35003 or half 7000: 3 great days and 
an half, from Abrabams Death, for his 
{ced to ſuffer ; till they return, and en- 
joy their Promiſed Land of Reſt : which 
will alſo come out, with the 1600 years, 
or turlongs of the Revelat. in 1675 of 
Chriſt, as we {aw before. 

And by ſuch account, the ſame word 
Etham, may denote the years of the 
Temple, till its ruinez or to the Birth 
ot Chrilt : allowing m to be 4o, a$in 
its common uſe; and 600, as it 1s h- 
nal. 
And ſo the famous word Lemarhbe , 
(with m: final in its middle) may de- 
note $37 years, from the Prophets tirlt 
beginning, . to the death of Chriſt, who 
15 the childe and 'Son, there ſpoken of, 
in Eſa. g.7. 

But However, it is agreed by all, that 
the Hebrew Alphabet, in its firſt num- 
bers, maketh 14955 as the years from 
the Law written, to the Birth of Chritt, 
(as all that tollow Scaliger ) or from 
the death of Myſes the Law-giver, to 
the death of Chriſt ; which being 34, or 
35 years aftcr his Birth, mutt be 1495, 
attex x wh lait year m the Wilderncls 
which was 1460 years before his Birth, 
it this were 1500 years trom Zgypt, or 
the Tabernacle rearcd; 2s ſo many 
things do fix it. 

And bcginning with the firſt day of 
the gth Month, on which Aaron dycd, 
as a Type of Chrilt : 1460 Hours, bring, 
up the greatult Sacrifice, of the Fealt 
ot Trumpets,” in the firlt of the 7th 
Month : which was fo tulfllcd in the 
Eaptilt, and m Chriſt, 


© For, 60 daycs of the 5th and 6th' 
Month , making 1440 Hours ( as the 
Cubits of Myſes's Oracle ) do come to 
the firſt of the 7th, or Feaſt of Trum- 
pets: and its Evening Sacrifice about 
1460 Hours, from the firlt Hour of 
the 5th Month ; and Aaroz dyed on the 
firſt of the 5th of their laſt, bctore they 
entred Canaan, as in Numb. 33.38. 

And 35 Hours more, do make 1495: 
which come to the 3d day; after the 
Feaſt of Trumpets: which is ther great 
Faſt, for the death of Gedaliah ( the great 
Fab) which commanded the Remnant ; 
and was flain by Iſmael (as a Type of 
Chriſt, flain by his own Nation) in as 
many years, trom the death of Aaron, 
as the day of his death is Hours, bcfore 
the death of Gedalizh. 

And to remember that number the 
better: as Ezra came up to Feruſalem 
upon the day'ot Aarons death (as in 
Ezra 7. 9.) to his Company was 1496 
as they are numbred m Ezra $8. with 
their chief Leaders: which yet may be 
included in that number. | 

Moſes allo dyed in the fame year, with 
Aaron; and although we do- not read 
the day of his death in the Bible, yer it 


15 thus alſo fixed, to be, as many years, 


before the death of Chriſt, as the number 
of that Alphabet by which God wrote 
the Law 3 and gave it to Miſes, and Iſ- 
rael, by Moſes's hand 3 - with fuch a fig- 
nal number, as the years, in which the 
Seed of the Woman ſhould break the 
Serpents head, and triumph over Death 
and Hell, and the Devil; by nailing the 
Law, and its ſting, and Power, to his 
own Croſs. 

And it we go forwarc,, from Aarons 
death, we tinde them ftung with hery 
Serpents: till the Brazen Serpent was 
lifted up; as a Type of Chritt : as himz- 
felt explaineth it. And about that time; 
they were a!lſy beaten by. Arad; who 
took {ome of them Captive as a Type 

perhaps

perhaps of cheir laſt -Captivity by the| 
Romans; after the death of Chrilt : as 
that of Arad was after the death of Aa- 
ron; as in Numb. 20. & 21. © 


And the fiery Serpents, after his death 
alſo , might foretell their fiery Judg- 
ments and afflictions, which,ghd tollow 
the death of Chriſt, and their own wiſh- 
ing his blood upon themſelves and their 
children. 

The gth or 1oth of the ſame Month 
in which Aaron dyed, is their ſolemn 
Faſt for their heavy Doom, of not <&n- 
tring into Reſt; which is as many Hours 
before the great Atonement, as the day / 
of Aarons death 1s, before the Feaſt of 
Trumpets. 

So that by this alſo, Chrilt did come 
to make Atonement, in as many years, 
from their being in the- Wilderneſs, as 
their day of Atonement , was Hours 
from the day of their Doom, in the W1l- 
dcrnels. 

Aud that both Temples were deſtroy- 
cd, on the fame day, with their Doom, 
in ſeveral years, and their City plough- 
ed up and Bither ſacked alſo ( with 
other things , upon the ſame day of 
their year, ' on which they received that 
heavy Doom) is ſo common among 
them, that I know not any one deny- 
ing itz although ſome call it the gth, 
as others the 10th, of the fame 5th 
Month. 

And the firſt Temple was burnt on 
the 1cth day ; but the City, on the 7th 
of the ſame Month, as in 2 Kin. 25, 
And as Ezra came up, on the fiſt of 
that ſame Month : ſo Nehemiah, much 
about the ſame time, in which the City 
had been buxnt z and began! [3ts repair 3 
and finiſht it all in 52 days: fo that, 
the next- Morning, tor its Dedication, 
was 1260 Hours, from his tir{t begin- 
ning, to repair jt ; As if the. very. Hours 


of, his'New Fernſalem, with-its 12 Gates | 
| 


(as in Nehem. and Zech, }) wese to ſha» 


-dow the years of the New Feruſzlem, in 


the Revelation ; or the Tume, of the 


Church, recovered trom Babylon z as Ne- 
hemiahs Feruſalem was from the Baby- 
loman Sack. 

" And again, the Chriltians gained it, 
and reigned there, in 1260 years, after 
the Times of Antiochws,the Type of An- 
tichriſt, as we ſaw b-tfore, 

And as Nebemiabs Hours, were ſig- 
nall, in his Building fo we may hude 
the Hours after it, to the Feaſt of Ta- 
bernacles, (which he kept fo ſolemnly ) 
to be as many, as the years, trom thence, 
to the death of Chrilt. 

Which 15 agrecd to b2 490 years, afcer 
Ezra's coming up, or Nebemiah's; and 
they met together, and kept the Feaſt 
of Tabernaclesz as we read in Ne- 
hem, $. 

And the 25th of the 6th Month El, 
on which Nehemiah finiſhed the City, 
(as Nehem. 6. 15.) was juſt 490 Hours 
before the Morning, Watch of the firſt 
day of the Feaſt of Tabernacles : on the 
15th of the 7th Month ;, being the 21ſt 
day , after the 25th of the 6th, whoſe 
Morning Light came up, with 490 
Hours. 

As the morning of the great Sabbath 
of Unleavened bread, came up with 
490 hours of their year : for, it was the 
21 day, of their ycar : and 20 days have 
juſt 4$o hours 3 as the ycars, of the 
Temple built, atter Agypt : or the Ta- 
bernacle reared, on tHe\tirft day, of their 
fhrſt month z in the 2d year from 
Agypt 


|S that the Tabernacle ſtood, as many 


houzs; before. that day of Unleavened 


bread.as years before the Temple; and fo 


Nehemiabs New Feruſalem, "was as ma- 
ny hours, before the Feaſt of Taberna- 
cles, as years, before our Lords prelence, 
at the laſt and great day, of the Feali 
of Tabernacles, as in Fobn. 9. 37. 


... And 


And # that were falfilled then ; 6 
that we mult expect no more Fealt of 
Tabernacles, than what was Aced by 
Chriſt and his Apoſiles ſoon after him ; 
yct, we tound another great Feaſt of De- 
dication aftcr, in the ſame dittance, from 
the Fealt ot Tabernacles ( or Palms ) 
as that was, after Doomeſday 3 or this, 
after Pentecolt. 

And it that, were alſo fulfilled by 
Chriſt and his preſence, at the Feaſt of 
Dedication : yet will Purim come allo, 
by 1675, as we cleared betore. 

And as that is now the greateſt Feaſt, 
among, the Jews, fo they keep it every 
where z in any Nation : being ſetled firlt 
in Pezſia, Whereas other Feaſts, were in 
Canazn, and hxed to that Country : 
{o, that other placcs, have but ſhadows, 
ot their Paſſcover, Pentccolt, or Dedi- 
cation, 

And the Taberaacles, mainly There 
allo; but yet fo, that-in other places 
they have Booths, or Tents 3 and enter- 
tau ftrangers allo: but out of their 
houlcs' 3 as ſhadowing their dwelling 
in Tents abroad 3 and fo, that ſtrangers 

» allo did, and do, and muſt-come 1n, to 
their Feaſt of Tabernaclzs: as un the laſt 


of Zechariah. For, it was the Fealt of 


Izgathering all the fruits of the carth; 
as ſhadows of all Nations, coming, to 
the Kingdom of God, and of Chrilt, as 
at the ſeventh Trumpet, or that of the 
7c month, and Featt of Trumpets, be- 
tore Atunement, and the Tabernaclcs 
And therr pouring out Waters , 


1 * 
w.uch themſelves reckon an cmblem- of 


the Holy, Ghoſt, to. be poured out- (as 
Chrilt expreſſed it, m Fob. 7.43-7,38,39-) 
Wes done with tuch joy, aud-ungng,-0 
Eſzi. 12 3 with dancing alſo :that their 
common Proverb is, They know nat joy, 
who never ſaw "the joy of Waters whuch 
they pourcd;at that Feat, 1+ - 
Bit, Pmrim uſed to aboand with 
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for the Wine fat, or the Winepreſs: as Gi- 
deon bchind the IVinepreſs (with his ſer- 
vant Pura : ) ſhadowing him, that was 
to tread the IVinepreſt ; and to break 
the plots of Hamans Purim. And the 
Revelation wineprc(5, running out with 
blood, fola 600 tiurlongs, from the Citty 
trodden, may lead us to Pwrim allo 3 
with that, which 1s to fulfill that great 
Feaſt, at the time we ſaw before : or 
whea He ſhall pleaſe, that 15 Lord of all 
timzs and ſca{ons, things, and perſons 
allo. 

Shall we not then Bluſh, and bc 
aſhamed when we {hall {ce our f(iftzrs, 
Sodom and Smaria, come bowing, in, 
but not by our Covenant ? as m 
Ezek. 16. 

And our very bluſhing, and flowing 
of blood through all our tace and body, 
ſeems to tell us we are guilty of that, 
which Blood alone can purge 3 and with- 
out blood is no remiſſim. Whence it was 
ever ſprinkled, or dipped, in all their 
Sarrifice z as the Patichall Blood, on the 
Potts and Lintells 3 at the cloſe of the 
14th day, or 336 hours; the number of 
Purim. 

And in ſo many hours, a mans blood 
will ſo depurate it ſelf, if ſome great ob- 
{ruction huder not, that a continued 
Feaver may be certainly cured; as an 
intermitting alſo, when its hts have 
made up {o many hours, as their year 
had to the blood of the Paſſcover; or 
number ot Prim; which began, about 
that time, as we ſaw before. 

Whichis but alittle grain of the ma- 
ny Talents of good, and health, and 
peace, and- happineſs, coming on the 
world ; when-the Wmeprels hath fully 
run Gut; its 1600 furlongs : with the 
7 laſt Plagues, or Vials ( which come 
up, with the wineprels, in the 14, 15, 
16 Chapters of the Revelation; )''n 
which, the! wrath of God, is filled' up, 


Wine: for which they have alſo Purs, 


or finiſhed upon the earth. © * 
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Which ſhall then be free from its Curſe, 
and Barrenncſs: as the waters of Curſed 
Fericho, were healed by the new Cruſe 
of alt, caſt in by Eſha : a mighty type of 
Jefus, God the Saviour, as the name of 
Eliſha (peaketh, in Hebrew. 

When the Lord will remember, and 
Faltill his everlaſting Covenant, made 
with Noab z whom he bleſſed, and his 
{ons alſo. And faid, in bis heart, his 
very heart, Iwill no more curſe the earth 3 
wh:ch he curſed , for mans ſake, or 
Adams ; as in Gen. 3. 17. aud 8. 21. 
and 9. Wich Pſal. 67. 6. and 85. 12. 
Eſzi. 4. and 39. 23, 24, 25,26. and 
32.15. and 6e. and Fer. 31. and 33. 
and Ezeh. 36. and 47. 8, 9, 12, 22. 
Hof. 2. 18, 21, 22, 23» foel3.21, Oc. 
and 3. 18. Amos 9. 11, 13, 14, 15- 
Zeph. 3.8, 19, 20. Zech. $. 12.and 14. 

Which the good Lord haſten in its 
ſeaſon. 

And becauſe there cannot be Happi- 
neſs without true Holineſs ; He. pro- 
miſeth the remnant ſhall be Holy : and 
that every Houſe in Mownt Zion, and all her 
aſſemblies, ſhall enjoy the Cloud and 
Pillar : or Emblctns of his Preſence, as in 
the Tabernacle : and that he will dwell 
among them, and walk among them. 
And not only be as a little child, in 
ſwathing cloaths (or in a cradle: or as 
before in the Ark : ) but will ſtretch owt 
his hands and bis feet, as he that ſwim- 
meth among - them : and that he will 
remove the Iniquity of the Kand in one 


"For which alſo, it may be remem- 
bred, that although there was Atone- 
ment made by the Blood of the Bullock 
and Goat, carrycd into the moſt Holy 
place (as a type of Heaven; whither 


Chriſt hath carryed His Atoneing 
» Blood ; ) yet the Sin was net taken 


or born away, till he came out agam 
of the Holy place : and laid it all upon 
the head of the living Goat z who bore 


it away : as the other had by deatn 
atoned it. 

And when Aaron Offered his firſt 
Offerings ( inLevit. 9. ) he came down, 
and lifted up his hand to bleſs the peo- 
ple : but the blefſing did not come, or 
appear ( at which the Jews ſpeak as if 
Aaron were (ad) till he went into the 
Holy place, and came out again : and 
then the glory of God came down, and 
the Fire from Heaven : as an emblem of 
the Holy Ghofi : which came not, till 
Chriſt had entred into Heaven : though 
he had lifted up both his hands before (as 
Aaron did une of his) and blefſed them : 
laying alſo, Receive the. Holy Ghoſt. Bux 
yct atter, ſtay at Fern/alem, till it come 
upon you. Which was at Pentecoſt, and 
as many years from that in which Aaron 
offered, at the Tabernacle Reared up, as 
the Day of its Rearing, or fiſt offering, 
_ hours, betore the day of Pcnte- 
colt, 

Aud fo the laſt day of Aaron, which 
was his death (or a Type of the death 
ot Chriſt : who was alſo ſhadowed by 
Ezra, coming, up, on the ſame day ot 
Aarons death, bctore Nebemiah the 
Lords comfort, as Chriſt before the 
Comforter: ) was as many hours, be- 
tore the day of Atonement, as years, 
from the dcath of Chriſt, to theſe times 
of which we (peak. 

Aaron weut up, to Mount Hor, and 
Ezrato feruſalem, upon the firſt of the 
5th month; and the great Atonement, 
was on the . 10th of the 7th month. 
And it every month, had full $o days 
( as the Scripture ſecmeth to allow) yet 
the day of Atonement could be but the 
7oth day after the firſt of the 5th : and it 
will therefore come after it, 11 the ſame 
diſtance of hours, as the years of the 
Flood, after the Fall : 1656. Which in 
hours are juſt the beginning of the 7oth 
Day. And the great Atonement, being 
the 7oth day, from Aarons Death, mutt

© But as it isalmoſt certain that he dycd | 


notthe firit hour of that day, in which 
he went up to Mount Hr , ſo there 
may be fewer years, than 1656, as hours 
between Iis death, and the day of 
Atonement... 

And if we reckon his death, at thc 

morning Sacrifice, of that day, upon 
which he_ dyed : It is then 1640 
hours, b:tore the day of Atonement. 
And it Chrift dyed not till his 36th 
ycar ( which is the longeſt time that 
any I know give him on earth ) 1640 
more, will come out, in 1675 , Or 1676 
from his Birth: which may be 2 or 3 
yeats, before that, we now reckou the 
years of Chriſt. 
- And if the day of Atonement then be- 
gin, it will not be long before the living 
Goat do carry away Te linty, for which 
the other dyed. | 

But there was a foul, unclean fpirit, 
which could not be-caft out, by -all the 
Apoſtles : who had yet power given 
them over all unclean ſpirits. Bat That | 
was adeaf Spirit, and would not, could 


not kear the Apoſiles, till Chnſt himietf 
came down again trom the Holy Mount 
( asin 2 Pet. x.) as an emblem of Hea. 
ven; and caſt out' That which was too 
hard for all his Minilters 3 till himſelf

Who is 4 God bke 
uo thee, that pardoneth iniquity, and 
paſſeth by the tranſgreſſion of #he remnant 
of his heritage * he retaineth wot bis 
anger for ever, becauſe he delighteth in 
mercy. He will turn again, be-will have 
compaſſion upon us : he will ſubdue our 
mniquities ;, and thou wilt caft all their ſins 
into the depths of the Sea. Thox wilt 
perform the truth to Jacob, and the mercy 
to Abraham, which thou haſt ſworn unto 
owr. fatbers from the days of old, Micah
